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24th Milk 
March 
will stay 
in the 
Castro

T he news was still fresh and trau¬ 
matic as tens of thousands of San 
Franciscans gathered in the Castro to 
mourn the loss of Supervisor Harvey 
Milk on November 27, 1978. Milk, 
one of the first openly gay elected of¬ 
ficials in the country, had been assas¬ 
sinated, along with Mayor George 
Moscone, by conservative ex-Supervi- 
sor Dan White just hours before, and 
the grief-stricken mass of people in¬ 
stinctively lit candles and marched 
down Market Street to honor their 
slain hero. 

Milk’s legacy - and the procession 
in his honor - never came to an end. 
The annual Milk Moscone Memorial 
March will take place this year on 
Monday, November 25 at 6:45 p.m„ 
beginning with a gathering at Milk’s 
old camera store at 575 Castro Street 
near 19th, and continuing up Castro 
to Harvey Milk Plaza, where speakers 
will be featured. 

The memorial event, which will 
also honor recently deceased gay 
movement pioneer Harry Hay, will 
feature Board of Supervisors Presi¬ 
dent Tom Ammiano; former Milk 
Club President Gwenn Craig; and 
Radical Faerie and newly-elected San 
Francisco Pride President Joey Cain. 

The Milk March is sponsored by 
the Harvey Milk LGBT Democratic 
Club, which was founded by Milk as 
the Gay Democratic Club in 1977. 
This year’s march will stay in the Cas¬ 
tro, according to Milk Club President 
Debra Walker, in order to attract 
more people and feed off the energy 
in the place “where Harvey spent 
most of his time.” 

It is also taking place two days 
early as November 27 is the day before 
Thanksgiving, and club members 
wanted to give people an opportuni¬ 
ty to attend in the event they had 
plans for the long weekend. 

In recent years the march has often 
not been well attended, except during 
big anniversary years or times of po¬ 
litical significance. 

“We’re hoping to get people in the 
Castro to pay attention,” said Walker. 
“There are a lot of younger people in 
the city who don’t have a knowledge 
of the history. We’re hoping to get a 
lot of energy from the neighborhood 
and get people’s blood going. It will 
be short, and local, and I actually 
think it’s going to be really neat.” 

The lower-key memorial will also 
allow for more energy and planning 
to go into next year’s event, which will 
mark the 25th anniversary of Milk’s 
death and is expected to draw more 
people. 

Everyone is welcome and encour¬ 
aged to attend the Milk March. Can¬

Candidates square off 
at District 8 debate

I n a city where political fights loom larg¬ 
er than life, the first face-to-face forum 
between the candidates in the District 8 
supervisorial runoff was remarkably non- 
confrontational. 

Bevan Dufty and Eileen Hansen, the two 
contenders to replace Assemblyman-elect 
Mark Leno as the supervisor for the Castro, 
Noe Valley, and Glen Park, were not only 
amicable but left those in attendance won¬ 
dering what distinguished one from the 
other. 

Dufty even covered for Hansen’s being 
25 minutes late for the forum due to an en¬ 
dorsement meeting, explaining her absence 
to the more than 75 people gathered at the 
Noe Valley Ministry building. 

“I have to give Eileen her props. I 
skipped the endorsement meeting. I knew I 
wouldn’t win it,” Dufty said. “I know that is 
where she is stuck.”

Fourth suspect nabbed 
in Araujo murder

I ewark Police have charged a fourth 
man in the killing of Eddie “Gwen” 
Araujo, a 17-year-old transgender 
youth who was allegedly murdered at a party 
in the East Bay city on October 3. 

The suspect, Jason Michael Cazares, 22, of 
Fremont, was arrested without incident on 
Saturday, November 16 in Newark and 
charged with murder. Like the three other de¬ 
fendants in the case, Cazares was also charged 
with a hate crime in the killing. 

Although a judge in the case has ordered 
many of the records sealed, Newark Police 


Lieutenant Thomas Milner said that Cazares 
was “a principal player involved in this case.” 

Cazares had originally been a witness in 
the investigation and, according to police, 
made a statement on October 22 in which he 
spoke of driving to Lake Tahoe, via highway 
50 on October 5 with two of the other defen¬ 
dants, Jose Merel and Michael Magidson. 
Araujo’s body was discovered, buried in a 
shallow grave, near the remote Silver Lake 
Campground in the Sierra. 

Police seized two shovels, a pickax, and 
other garden tools from Cazares’s father’s 
home. 

Magidson had also allegedly telephoned 
Cazares from the Santa Rita jail, where he has 


been since his ar¬ 
rest. 

Police had long 
said they were 
looking for anoth¬ 
er suspect whom 
they named only 
as Jason. 

“Jason went 
from a witness to a 
person in custody. 

We’ve been able to develop other evidence to 
him being a co-principal,” Milner said. 

Milner intimated that his office is pursu¬ 
ing still more suspects. 

“Are there any more suspects? I don’t want 
to say no,” Milner told the Bay Area Reporter.

SFAF cuts turkey dinners

iting a lack of staff re¬ 
sources, the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation has de¬ 
cided not to host its annual 
Thanksgiving dinner for people 
with HIV/AIDS this year. 

Instead, clients who would nor¬ 
mally attend SFAF’s dinner will be 
referred to other dinners through¬ 
out the city, according to Redge 
Norton, SFAF spokesman, partic¬ 
ularly the dinner hosted by Glide 
Memorial Church, to which SFAF 
donated $5,000 to help cover the 
costs of additional clients. 

The decision to cancel the din¬ 
ner came when SFAF was trying to 
bridge a $2.5 million budget 
shortfall, according to Norton. Be¬ 
cause the agency opted to cut staff 
instead of services, and because 
there are numerous other Thanks¬ 
giving dinners offered to people 
with HIV/AIDS, SFAF concluded 
that its staff would be better used 


at its annual holiday dinner in De¬ 
cember. Canceling Thanksgiving 
dinner, added Norton, is not con¬ 
sidered a service cut. 

“We just didn’t have .the staff 
necessary to do both dinners,” 
Norton told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. Although he refused to dis¬ 
close how much money it usually 
costs SFAF to host Thanksgiving 
dinner, he emphasized that the 
cancellation was due to a staff - 
rather than a monetary - deficit. 

Additionally, SFAF’s annual 
Thanksgiving dinners, which had 
been held at the Westin St. Fran¬ 
cis Hotel, had seen continually de¬ 
clining attendance, said Norton, 
leading the agency to believe it 
was duplicating services. In 1996, 
he said, 1400 people attended the 
dinner. Last year, only 700 people 
were served. 

“People that would have come 
are being absorbed by Glide,” he 
said, “so no one will go hungry.” 

Glide’s dinner takes place on 
Thanksgiving Day at 330 Ellis 


Street from 9 a.m. to 1:30 p.m., and 
breakfast is from 7 a.m. to 8:30 a.m. 

But Glide may not be the only 
one feeling the impact of one less 
Thanksgiving dinner this year. 

Tom Nolan, executive director 
of Project Open Hand, told the 
B.A.R. that a lot of his own 
agency’s clients used to frequent 
SFAF’s Thanksgiving dinner in¬ 
stead of getting their Open Hand 
meals delivered for that day. 

“Since that’s not happening 
this year, even though there are 
other alternatives, there’s nothing 
quite like that for our clients,” said 
Nolan. “So we’re expecting a full 
client load that day. We prepare a 
nice meal. I’m sure the congregate 
experience is cherished by a lot of 
folks but we do the best we can to 
make it as festive as possible.” 

SFAF does plan to continue its 
annual holiday party for women 
and families, which this year will 
be held December 19, from 5:30- 
7:30 p.m., at the Annunciation 
Cathedral. T

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LGBT center chops hours

If ou can kiss me on a Mon¬ 
day,” goes the 1960s song, 

11 Tuesday, or “any day you 
say,” and, yes, kissing is okay at San 
Francisco’s LGBT Community 
Center, but not on Sundays. 

Because as of November 1, 
they’re closed on Sundays. 

Although potential renters can 
use the space by special arrange¬ 
ment at other times, the commu¬ 
nity center cut its hours, closing 
Sundays and all weekday morn¬ 
ings, after what publicist Jason 
Riggs called a “comprehensive 
usage analysis.” 

“It just wasn’t as popular,” 
Riggs said. Because most of the 
activity by the nonprofits, who are 
the main users of the center, hap¬ 
pens in the evening and on Satur¬ 
days. 

“Sunday is just naturally a slow 
time,” he said. 

Riggs said the center would use 
the money it saves on security, 
utilities, and front desk staff time 
to help reduce rates to the smaller 
nonprofit groups who use the 
building. 

Since Executive Director Brian 
Cheu started work in May the 
center has been trying to define its 
mission. At the moment, it is 
mainly a home for a warren of 14 
nonprofit groups that have small 
offices there. It rents out its 17 
meeting rooms for classes put on 
by the Harvey Milk Institute and 
City College, with whom it also 
collaborates on some programs. 
Those classes make up the bulk of 


the events in the new building. 

It is also building a program of 
special events like a recent District 
8 supervisorial debate, an election 
night party on November 5, trans¬ 
gender community meetings, and 
programs for children, youth, and 
families. Center officials said that 
they will host a “Jesse Helms Re¬ 
tirement Party” on January 16, as 
the kickoff of a monthly entertain¬ 
ment and social series, and start a 
queer oriented “movie night.” 

One of the most successful, 
Riggs said, and one of the few on¬ 
going entertainment events, is a 
weekly queer comedy showcase on 
Monday evenings produced by 
Larry Roberts, a.k.a. Larry Bob, 
compiler of a well-known Internet 
mailing list of events in the Bay 
Area. 

Other programs haven’t done 
as well. The center started an in¬ 
novative child watch program for 
people attending events there. The 
idea is that a professional teacher 
will take care of the kids while the 
adults go to an event or class. Al¬ 
though users have reportedly been 
very happy with it, few have taken 
advantage of the free service. 

Riggs said booking levels for 
October were almost as high as in 
June, during the hectic time just 
after the center opened. 

“But summer was slow,” said 
Riggs. 

The center has a target of 50 
percent occupancy for its rooms, 
which it did not meet in July and 
August. 

But, according to Riggs, the 
center’s two large event spaces are 
almost fully booked for Decem¬ 


ber. Riggs said that the center 
hosts approximately 200 activities 
monthly, but without an estab¬ 
lished usage pattern, there is no 
indication how the center will fare 
in the post-holiday doldrums dur¬ 
ing January and February. 

In comparison to community 
centers in other major metropoli¬ 
tan centers, San Francisco’s is a 
baby in a new building. Its annual 
budget of $2.6 million and staff of 
20 is dwarfed by the Los Angeles 
Gay and Lesbian Center, which 
employs 250 and spends $33 mil¬ 
lion a year. L.A. boasts that it is the 
largest LGBT organization of any 
kind in the country, but its four- 
site center is also closed on Sun¬ 
days. 

New York’s center has a signif¬ 
icant political advocacy group, a 
library, and a museum of gay and 
lesbian history. 

When San Francisco’s center 
opened in March, most of those 
jobs were already being done by 
other independent groups. 

Shortly after he was hired in 
May, Cheu said, “There’s going to 
be an evolution from what people 
think they wanted, to what they 
really want.” 

“Before we opened,” said pro¬ 
gram director Anne-Tamar Mat¬ 
hs, “we were gathering a lot of in¬ 
formation about ‘what do they 
need?’ That was in the dreaming 
stage. Now we’re putting together 
dreams with financial reality.” 

As of press time, the center did 
not provide financial data re¬ 
quested by the Bay Area Reporter. 
Cheu did not return a call seeking 
comment. T

Misfire

I I Different Light Bookstore, 
489 Castro, November 17, 
mm. 8:05 p.m.: Two men entered 
the store and began to look at sev¬ 
eral books. The manager recog¬ 
nized the men from a previous oc¬ 
casion when they had come in and 
acted suspicious. Alarmed, the 
manager alerted her clerk 
and then took money 
from the till and went 
to the office and 
closed the door. As 
she was putting the 
money in the safe, she 
looked up and saw 
one of the men 
standing over her. 

“Can I help 
you?” she asked. 

The man said he had a question 
about a book, and the manager 
told him the clerk up front would 
help him. The man walked out of 
the office and returned to the front 
of the store. Both of the men then 
approached the counter with a pa¬ 
perback to purchase. As the clerk 
rang up the sale, one of the men 
took put a canister of pepper spray 
and pointed it at the clerk. The 
suspect depressed the button but 
the canister malfunctioned, drip¬ 
ping liquid on the counter. 

“Gotcha!” the suspect laughed. 

Startled, the clerk wasn’t sure 
what had happened and contin¬ 
ued ringing up the sale. The men 
impatiently stated they didn’t have 
enough money and quickly left 
the store. 

Suspicious, the clerk looked for 


the cash box underneath the 
counter and saw that it was miss¬ 
ing. The store manager ran out 
after the suspects, who got into a 
cab at 19th and Collingwood and 
disappeared. 

Suspect number one is de¬ 
scribed as African American, 35- 
40 years old, 6 feet 2 inches tall, 
220 pounds, with a scruffy beard, 
and wearing a blue denim 
jacket and blue jeans. Sus¬ 
pect number two is 
Africa American 25-35 
years old, 6 feet tall 
and 200 pounds, with 
short dreds, a black 
baseball hat, and a 
large puffy jacket. 

Police believe 
these are the same 
men wanted in 
connection with a 
series of robberies in the Castro 
over the last two months, includ¬ 
ing those at Not Just Flowers, 
Squat and Gobble, and Phantom. 
In each case, suspects have used 
either pepper spray or some caus¬ 
tic chemical during their crime. 
Anyone with information is asked 
to call (415) 553-1201. 

Too late 

Fronting 431 Castro, November 
14, 6:10 a.m.: Early in the morn¬ 
ing, paramedics responded to a 
call of a man down on the side¬ 
walk, not breathing. Upon arrival, 
they discovered a white male in 
his 50s, blue in the face and not 
moving. Efforts to revive him 
were unsuccessful and the man 
was determined deceased at the 
scene. Police were called to the 


area and the scene was cordoned 
off with yellow tape until it was 
determined whether the man was 
a victim of foul play. Police found 
one homeless man who told offi¬ 
cers he first saw the man sleeping 
on the sidewalk at about 2 a.m. He 
tried to wake him, he said, but the 
man shifted and would not get up. 
About an hour later, he checked 
on him again and found him in 
the same condition. Thinking the 
man was dead, the homeless man 
left. At 6 a.m., however, when he 
returned, he noticed the man was 
in the same position and wasn’t 
breathing, so he called 911. Police 
determined the man was not a 
victim of foul play, and they re¬ 
leased his body to the medical ex¬ 
aminer. The victim’s identity was 
being withheld pending notifica¬ 
tion of his family. 

Who let the dog out? 

Fronting Harvey Milk Civil 
Rights Academy, 19th and Diamond, 
November 13,6:29 a.m.: Police were 
dispatched to a report of a white 
male in his 30s with long blond 
hair, wearing a gray shirt and blue 
jeans, exposing himself in front of 
the elementary school. Upon ar¬ 
rival, officers found the man lean¬ 
ing against a telephone pole with his 
arms folded and his penis sticking 
out of his pants. Officers ordered 
the man to put his penis back in his 
pants and placed him under arrest. 
The 38-year-old suspect was taken 
to Mission Station and cited for in¬ 
decent exposure. Officers noted that 
the school had not yet opened and 
no children were present at the time 
of the incident. ▼

bert Law, have been arrested 
and charged in federal district 
court with two counts each of 
narcotics possession with intent to 
distribute, authorities said. 

San Francisco Police raided the 
couple’s house on Thrift Street on 
Thursday, November 14 and, ac¬ 
cording to the criminal complaint 
in the matter, seized 266 grams of 
methamphetamine, 125 grams of 
ecstasy, which works out to ap¬ 
proximately 500 average size 
tablets, and $185,000 in cash. 

Chan had been a partner in X- 
Ray Productions which, since Au¬ 


gust 2001, produced X-Men, a 
monthly gay dance party on Sun¬ 
days at 715 Harrison as well as 
club Anthem on Thursday nights 
at Folsom and 11th streets. 

“I told them not to call it ‘X- 
Men,”’ said fellow promoter Gus 
Bean. 

Chan’s business partner Alan 
Voorhees said he would continue 
producing X-Men and a new ven¬ 
ture, “SCORE!,” on his own and 
with other partners, but would 
close down Thursday’s Anthem. 

X-Men drew large crowds to its 
Harrison Street venue. “They al¬ 
ways did extra effort to make the 
room fun,” said promoter Don 
Spradlin. 

Chan and Law are being held 
at Santa Rita County Jail and are

According to the criminal com¬ 
plaint, the SFPD was tipped to the 
pair’s alleged drug dealing by an 
unnamed informant who had been 
to the couple’s house for parties 
and had observed drug use there. 

In early November, the SFPD 
then followed Chan as he made 
the rounds from club to club al¬ 
legedly selling drugs from his car, 
which was parked outside the 
venues. 

On November 14, police raid¬ 
ed the pair’s house and discovered 
the ecstasy and methampheta¬ 
mine, as well as unnamed quanti¬ 
ties of GHB and ketamine. 

John Whitmer, who identified 
himself as the club’s lighting de¬ 
signer, and Roberto Fernandez, an¬ 
other employee, were at the house 
at the time of the raid. Neither 
Whitmer, Fernandez nor business 
partner Voorhees were charged. 

The head of SFPD’s narcotics 
division, Captain Tim Hettrich, 
said that the investigation was 
transferred to the Drug Enforce-

White underwrote the entire cost 
of production; artist Nick Mills 
designed the cover, which features 
an angel wearing breast cancer 
and AIDS awareness ribbons; at¬ 
torney Anthony Berman donated 
his services to secure recording 
rights and draw up contracts; and 
San Francisco recording studio 
owner Leo Frappier lowered his 
rates for contributing performers. 

A variety of events are coming 


up to mark the CD’s release, no¬ 
tably a party this Saturday, No¬ 
vember 23 at the Cafe, 2367 Mar¬ 
ket Street, from 6-9 p.m. Sched¬ 
uled to perform are Sachet, Jo- 
Carol, Paladini, Sheba, and Vir¬ 
ginia (whose own rendition of 
“Frosty the Snowman” is not to be 
missed). There is no cover charge, 
but CD’s will be for sale at the 
club.

ment Administration and federal 
authorities because of the large 
quantities involved. 

The maximum penalties if 
convicted of the charges are life in 
prison and a $4,000,000 fine. The 
methamphetamine charge carries 
a 10-year minimum term. 

The pair’s arrest is the latest in 
a string of high-profile arrests of 
men catering to the gay club 
scene. 

Scott Candell, a lawyer for the 
pair, said that the “positive things” 


that might help the men are that 
neither has a criminal record nor 
were there any weapons found in 
the bust. 

“Despite all this, they are real¬ 
ly good people,” Voorhees said. 

Voorhees had worked with 
Chan on several other ventures in¬ 
cluding Xanadu, a dance party 
they threw in June around Pride. 
Chan and Voorhees had also been 
involved in the production of gay 
day at Waterworld this fall. 

X-Men was the first club in the 
U.S. to be certified as a “safe set¬ 
ting,” by Dance Safe, the national 
drug harm reduction organiza¬ 
tion. The club distributed harm 


reduction literature, made free 
drinking water and ear plugs avail¬ 
able, and had an emergency med¬ 
ical technician on the premises. 

Voorhees speculated that the 
club’s up-front attitude toward 
drug use might have attracted the 
attention of police. 

“People are going to use drugs, 
no matter what you do, no matter 
how much you search. It’s a fact of 
life. We know that,” Voorhees said. 
He added that in the year and a 
half since the club’s opening last 
August, an ambulance was called 
to the club only once. He noted 
that was low by comparison to 
other clubs. V

A s most readers will recall, several 
months ago the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation announced a series of 
staff layoffs and salary reductions at all lev¬ 
els of the organization. Even longtime Exec¬ 
utive Director Pat Christen, often criticized 
for her six-figure salary, finally took a pay 
cut. SFAF took the action, it said, in an effort 
to close a $2.5 million budget shortfall in 
the current fiscal year that started July 1. 

At the time, foundation officials assured 
the public that the protection of client ser¬ 
vices was prioritized. Current “core” client 
services would continue, but the volume of 
services would be reduced, leading clients to 
experience increased waiting time and less 
one-on-one time with staff. 

Now, five months after SFAF’s an¬ 
nouncement, we see clearly what “core” 
client services means. Apparently it does not 
mean the annual Thanksgiving dinner for 
people with AIDS that the foundation has 
provided for the past several years. This year, 
as we report this week, the foundation will 
not host its turkey dinner for clients; instead, 
clients are being referred to other free holi¬ 
day dinners in the city. In an effort to put a 
positive spin on the matter, SFAF did pro¬ 
vide $5,000 to Glide Memorial Church (we 
hope that’s not government money going to 
a religious institution) so that Glide could 
handle the expected increased demand for 
meals since the foundation was recom¬ 
mending that its clients attend that event. 

SFAF insists that the cancellation of its 
Thanksgiving dinner is not a “service cut.” 
We disagree. If it’s a service that was previ¬ 
ously provided and is now not taking place, 
that’s a cut. 

To add insult to injury to the hundreds 
of gay men who are SFAF clients, the agency 
has no plans to cancel its Christmas party 
next month for its clients who are women 
with children. Something doesn’t add up. As 
the largest AIDS service organization in San 
Francisco, SFAF should be aware that men 
who have sex with men make up the vast 


majority of HIV/AIDS cases in the city. 
While we are certain that SFAF’s female 
clients are deserving of a holiday 
party, why do gay and bisexual men 
have to be told that they will have 
to go elsewhere for a meal on , 
Thanksgiving? It doesn’t seem 
fair to cut the one holiday event 
for both men and women. \ 

SFAF maintains that it sliced the 
Thanksgiving dinner because it did not 
have enough staff for both 
events. The cancellation is due 
to a staff - rather than a mon¬ 
etary - deficit; but that’s not 
accurate. In the end, it does come down to 
money. If the foundation had not been 
forced to implement layoffs, then presum¬ 
ably it would have had the manpower nec¬ 


essary to put on the event. But SFAF had cut 
its personnel to save money. 

We recognize that the AIDS foundation 
has had a rough year. It started out in lit¬ 
igation with the infamous Dan Pallot- 
ta over the fate of the for-profit AIDS 
Ride. SFAF severed its ties with Pallot- 
ta and started its own ride, which in 
this first year raised far less money than 
the previous AIDS Ride events. It then 
( announced the staff and salary re¬ 
ductions. And, like virtually all 
other local HIV/AIDS nonprof¬ 
its, SFAF has seen its revenue 
reduced in a sluggish economy. 

But it’s a damn shame that SFAF had to 
do away with its Thanksgiving dinner. Per¬ 
haps Ms. Christen’s pay cut wasn’t big 
enough. T 




The best choice for District 8

J ust about a year ago, I wrote a column 
backing a candidate associated with 
Mayor Willie Brown. Dennis Herrera, 
appointed to the Police Commission by the 
mayor, was running for city attorney. 

I saw a competent, experienced policy 
maker and decided to support him instead 
of letting my disappointment over Tom 
Ammiano’s loss for mayor turn into bitter¬ 
ness and hatred toward all things associated 
with Mayor Brown. 

And, in fact, Herrera has exceeded all ex¬ 
pectations - turning out to be an indepen¬ 
dent, activist, pro-consumer city attorney. He 
hired a member of the LGBT community as 
one of his chief assistants, Therese Stewart, 
former SF Bar Association president. She had 
also worked pro bono to help defend the 
city’s landmark equal benefits ordinance. To¬ 
gether, they have brought that litigation with 
the airlines to its successful conclusion. Ad¬ 
ditionally, Herrera has sued PG&E over its 
shenanigans in the energy markets and just 
recently filed suit against City Tow. 

The reason I bring this up is that I am 
supporting another extremely competent 
and extremely experienced candidate for su¬ 
pervisor in District 8, Bevan Dufty. Like 
Herrera, Dufty is being slammed for his as¬ 
sociation with the mayor. And, like Herrera, 
that association is irrelevant to the job 
Dufty will do once elected. 

Anyone who has worked with Dufty 
knows that his experience - as aide over the 
last 27 years starting with Congresswoman 
Shirley Chisholm and including a notable 
stint as chief of staff to Susan Leal - makes 
him one of the most qualified candidates for 
supervisor in recent memory. He knows 
City Hall, he knows city departments, and 
he knows how to get things done. A great 
example is the Castro Shuttle, which he and 
then-Supervisor Leal initiated. 

Some criticism has been leveled at Dufty 
because he has focused his campaign on solv¬ 


ing the day to day neighborhood issues that 
so frequently frustrate folks because they 
cannot seem to get anyone at City Hall to pay 
attention. However, I think addressing those 
problems is exactly why we have district elec¬ 
tions and why I am supporting Dufty. 

And I don’t buy the line spewed by some 
in the Eileen Hansen camp that Dufty does¬ 
n’t have the same policy experience as 
Hansen. On that question and for sake of 
argument, let’s take Hansen’s avowed 
policy strength - HIV & AIDS - and 
compare her positions with Dufty’s 
understanding of these tough issues 
and his proposals. 

Starting with prevention, 

Hansen in this paper a few weeks 
ago stated that, “attention to those 
who are homeless, nee¬ 
dle-using, immigrant, 
young, women, and peo¬ 
ple of color is critical.” 

While that may have been the focus of her 
policy experience, that statement shows a 
lack of understanding of the reality of the 
epidemic right now in San Francisco. 

The fact is that while women are partic¬ 
ularly at risk for HIV infection globally, 
there still is no heterosexual epidemic in San 
Francisco and the rates of HIV among 
women remain extremely low both in terms 
of overall infections and new infections. As 
for injection drug users, recent research 
shows that most new infections among nee¬ 
dle users are happening due to sexual expo¬ 
sure, not needles - a result of the success of 
the needle exchange program. And, most of 
that sexual exposure that is fueling the rates 
among needle users is either between gay 
men or involves transgender individuals. In 
fact, the highest rates of HIV transmission 
are among these two groups, neither of 
which is mentioned in Hansen’s list. 

Contrast that with Dufty’s policy recom¬ 
mendations. First, he recognizes the high 
rates of HIV transmission among the trans¬ 
gender community and is committed to re¬ 
inforcing and expanding targeted preven¬ 


tion efforts - these efforts also must address 
treatment issues. Second, he knows that the 
bulk of new infections are among gay men 
and that these rates demand a response. He 
has called for a summit to re-invent how we 
do prevention. He is insisting that we take a 
holistic approach to gay men’s health. Dufty 
believes, as many do, that HIV prevention 
can no longer be considered separately from 
a person’s overall health and should also ad¬ 
dress, among other things, substance abuse, 
mental health, and other infectious diseases 
such as hepatitis or other sexually transmit- 

_ ted diseases. 

Moving to treatment, Hansen 
has not offered much insight so 
far. Dufty remains the only can¬ 
didate to raise the issue that the 
weekend drop-in clinic 
for people with 
HIV/AIDS at San Fran¬ 
cisco General Hospital 
has been closed due to budget cuts. 

Finally, Dufty recognizes the important 
advocacy role he must play at a state and 
federal level. As the elected leader of a dis¬ 
trict with some of the highest rates of 
HIV/AIDS in the country, he knows that he 
must weigh in on the fight for additional 
funding for the AIDS Drug Assistance Pro¬ 
gram and for increasing Ryan White CARE 
funding. He is prepared to defend our CDC 
prevention funding - currently under attack 
from the religious right under the guise of 
audits for sexual content. Further, he has the 
means to act - he has the ear and the sup¬ 
port of Nancy Pelosi and Dianne Feinstein 
in Washington, and Mark Leno, John Bur¬ 
ton, and Kevin Shelley in Sacramento. 

Indeed, even in an area that Hansen 
touts as her strength, Dufty is a more 
thoughtful and better-prepared candidate. 
From my perspective, Bevan Dufty is far 
and away the best choice for District 8. Take 
a minute to request an absentee ballot or 
mark your calendar on December 10, the 
date of the runoff election, and vote for 
Bevan Dufty. T 
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Supports Dufty in Dist. 8 

In the general election for District 8 supervisor I 
endorsed and supported Tom Radulovich because I 
felt that he was the best candidate to represent the dis¬ 
trict and to work with both the Brown and the Am- 
miano machines. 

Now, I have to look at the two candidates in the 
December runoff and think hard about who to en¬ 
dorse and support since Radulovich isn’t in the race 
anymore. 

I decided to endorse and support Bevan Dufty 
over Eileen Hansen for a number of reasons, but the 
first one being Bevan’s accessibility and action when it 
comes to listening to what residents of the District 
want and getting those ideas implemented or dis¬ 
cussed. I believe that he is truly independent of Mayor 
Brown and Board President Tom Ammiano and will 
be able to keep that independence and still work with 
both the mayor and the board president in getting 
work done. He can be a vote to nullify a mayoral veto 
and a vote to pass common sense legislation the 
mayor’s office needs to pull San Francisco through 
these dark times. District 8 can be sure of his inde¬ 
pendence. 

Eileen Hansen on the other hand (and in my opin¬ 
ion only), can’t pull away from her base of support 
among progressive leftists and Supervisor Ammiano. 

I have yet to see her independence from Ammiano 
demonstrated in any past or current campaign with 
which she’s been involved. Yes, I respect her a great 
deal and think she’d be a good candidate 
for office, but not as a supervisor for Dis¬ 
trict 8. 

As an elected San Francisco Green 
Party County Council member, I’m 
going against my party endorsement and 
supporting Bevan Dufty over Eileen 
Hansen. I hope that all Green Party vot¬ 
ers in the district will vote for him. I 
also hope that Greens throughout the 
city who aren’t involved with the party 
locally, will become involved and let their voices be 
heard. I also hope that our party will acknowledge our 
accomplishments as well as our losses this election 
cycle and learn to become even better winners, since 
we are now starting to get more votes in the city. 

Oh, and I wish that Wayne Friday would stop 
bashing the Green Party and start realizing that we’re 
not all Granola eating, tree-hugging, hippies. In fact, 
90 percent of us probably wouldn’t describe ourselves 
that way and as a gay community we should support 
the Green Party more because ft’s the only party that 
guarantees gay rights in its 10 key values, the Democ¬ 
rats don’t and the Republicans, oh why bother.

Congrats on story 

Congratulations on the important story of pend¬ 
ing disciplinary action against the sheriff’s deputy 
who allegedly bullied and sexually assaulted Tumeka 
Godwin [“Historic deputy firing a mixed bag for TG 
activists,” November 14]. The Markunas Society has 
closely monitored the unfolding saga of the sheriff’s 
department and its abusive personnel. The sheriff has 
chosen to turn a blind eye toward the systematic bru¬ 
talization of transgender and gay male prisoners since 
the “gay tank” was abolished about 10 years ago. 

The whole sorry mess is 100 percent preventable 
and especially regrettable since the gay tank was a re¬ 
form championed by Father James Markunas, the first 
openly gay chaplain to work in county jails. 

The gay tank was a voluntary housing policy which 
most pre-op transgenders and gay males were glad to 
choose, given the starkly macho outlook in county 
lockup. For many years this beneficial reform was re¬ 
sponsible for reducing the number of rapes and other 
violent misconduct. But homophobic and transpho¬ 
bic deputies replaced the gay tank with a mandatory 
“sexual issues” housing unit where they placed only 
those they perceive as insufficiently masculine. Con¬ 
sequently, most pre-op and gay male prisoners either 
were driven into the closet or held up to public 
ridicule and violent mistreatment. 

For a decade, the sheriff’s silence on the topic of 
violent transphobia and homophobia has been deaf¬ 
ening.

n the 2000 presidential elec¬ 
tion, 52 percent of American 
1 voters cast ballots for either A1 
Gore, a Democrat, or Ralph 
Nader, a Green. Today, Republi¬ 
cans have taken control of all 
three branches of federal govern¬ 
ment. What happened in the two 
years in between? The GOP is 
framing the midterm elections as 
a mandate for George W. Bush’s 
policies, while Democrats blame 
their embarrassing losses on the 
tragedy of September 11. It’s true 
that the attacks on our country 
put a bumbling president’s ap¬ 
proval rating through the roof. 
But there are a lot of progressives, 
myself included, who lay the De¬ 
mocratic Party’s problems at its 
own door. How can we har¬ 
ness our anger and frustra¬ 
tion to resurrect the floun¬ 
dering Democrats and effect 
political change? 

Like other disheartened 
Democrats, this year I 
chose a third-party 
candidate in a major 
race, although just 
two years ago 
in my column 
I rebuked gay 
and straight 
leftists who voted for Nader. At 
that time, it seemed like there was 
too much at stake - judicial ap¬ 
pointments, for example - to risk 
not voting for A1 Gore, as disap¬ 
pointing a candidate as he was. 

Today most of our Democratic 
leaders in Washington look even 
less appealing than Gore did in 

2000 or former President Bill 
Clinton did after the travesties of 
NAFTA and “welfare reform.” 
Consider all the congressional De¬ 
mocrats who supported Bush’s 

2001 tax cut for the rich and then 
wondered why they couldn’t make 
headway in the 2002 elections de¬ 
spite a weak economy and tum¬ 
bling consumer confidence - not 
to mention the sleaziness of Bush 
cronies like Enron CEO Kenneth 
Lay. Many of those same Democ¬ 
rats backed Bush’s resolution to 
wage war on Iraq - so much for 
the loyal opposition. 

In a way, the tragic death of 
U.S. Senator Paul Wellstone (D- 
Minnesota), one of the last real

liberals in Washington, is a 
metaphor for the current state of 
the party of Franklin Roosevelt. 
Wellstone’s feisty, caring progres¬ 
sive politics had become such a 
rarity among Democrats that 
the only plausible person 
to replace him on the bal¬ 
lot was former Vice Presi¬ 
dent Walter Mondale, an old- 
style liberal (and I don’t 
mean that as an insult). 
Too many Democrats 
have tried to obscure 
their party’s historical dif¬ 
ferences from 
the Republi- 

_ cans and in 

the process 
alienated their liberal base and 
eliminated our choices. They’ve 
allowed Republicans to spin “par¬ 
tisanship” as a dirty word, when, 
in fact, parties are a vital compo¬ 
nent of our political system. 

At a time when apathy on the 
left is widespread, concerned pro¬ 
gressives need to be getting in¬ 
volved in the political process. 
First, the easiest way to take part is 
simply to speak up. That sounds 
basic, but the left is often incredi¬ 
bly disorganized when it comes to 
voicing displeasure with our elect¬ 
ed officials. 

With e-mail we can tell our 
congresspeople exactly what we 
think about everything from their 
voting records to the way they run 
their re-election campaigns. And I 
don’t mean that we should just 
rail against the Republicans. If 
you’re a Democrat who voted for a 
third-party candidate this year, 
why not e-mail your representa¬ 
tive in Congress or the state legis¬ 
lature and tell her exactly why she 


lost your vote? Furthermore, sign¬ 
ing up for the e-mail alerts of a 
progressive group like MoveOn 
(www.moveon.org) can put your 
voice together with others on the 
left to make more of an impact. 

Second, we could take speaking 
up even further and start lobbying 
our officials for meaningful elec¬ 
tion reforms, which might help 
boost Democratic voters’ confi¬ 
dence and broaden our choices at 
the polls. Just changing the voting 
equipment isn’t sufficient - after 
all, brand-new machines didn’t 
help Florida voters in the Septem¬ 
ber primary. We could also be ad¬ 
vocating for same-day voter regis¬ 
tration, 24-hour polling places, or 
the creation of an election week or 
month. 

In addition, there are notewor¬ 
thy state programs that we could 
be promoting in our own locales 
to ensure that we have choices in 
future elections. Last year, for ex¬ 
ample, Iowa instituted a nonpar¬ 
tisan redistricting plan designed 
to increase competition in con¬ 
gressional and state legislative 
races and to make it more difficult 
for incumbents to hang onto their 
seats indefinitely. In the area of 
campaign finance reform, Arizona 
now gives statewide candidates 
the choice of running “clean elec¬ 
tions” with public funds and little 
or no private money, which is re¬ 
sulting in a wider range of candi¬ 
dates and therefore greater com¬ 
petition. 

Finally - and certainly most 
challenging - more progressives, 
gay and straight, need to seek po¬ 
litical office. Gay political hopefuls 
can get advice and support from 
the Gay and Lesbian Victory 
Fund, which offers regional work¬ 
shops to assist potential candi¬ 
dates in their campaign bids, no 
matter how lowly the office. We 
can continue to complain among 
ourselves, or we can contribute to 
rebuilding the Democratic Party 
as the voice of this country’s liber¬ 
al majority. ▼

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Conservatives take 
charge on Capitol Hill

he full impact of the Repub¬ 
lican right’s new political 

: clout became evident last 

week when GOP congressional 
members met to choose their 
leaders for the new 108th Con¬ 
gress that will convene in January. 
Senate Republicans chose Senator 
Trent Lott (R-Mississippi) as the 
incoming majority leader, giving 
him another shot at a job he lost 
in mid-2001 when Senator James 
Jeffords (I-Vermont) defected 
from the GOP and became an in¬ 
dependent, giving control of the 
Senate to the Democrats. 

Senate Republicans then 
chose Mitch McConnell 
(R-Kentucky) as their 
new No. 2 leader. Mc¬ 
Connell, an arch-conser¬ 
vative, is best known for 
his staunch opposition 
to the campaign fi¬ 
nance reform. Also 
joining the new 
Republican 
leadership 
team is Senator 
Jon Kyle (R-Arizona), another 
conservative, who will become 
GOP policy chairman. All three of 
the top GOP Senate leaders come 
from the conservative, religious 
right wing of the Republican Party 
and all have past records of op¬ 
posing such things as abortion, 
gay rights, and other civil rights is¬ 
sues. 

In the new GOP House, where 
Republicans will hold at least five 
more seats than they do now, even 
more right-wing leadership will 
be in charge. Representative J. 
Dennis Hastert (R-Illinois), well- 
known Reagan conservative, will 
stay on as House speaker, while 
Representative Tom DeLay (R- 
Texas), known in the House as 
“the hammer” because of his 
blunt, fiercely partisan, outspoken 
style, moves from his current No. 

3 spot of majority whip to that of 
House majority leader, making 
the gay-hating Texas conservative 
the House’s No. 2 Republican, di¬ 
rectly below the speaker. 

DeLay will in fact become a 
public spokesman for his party 
and take charge of its agenda in 
the House. Most House members, 
Republican and Democrat alike, 
feel DeLay will be more powerful 
than the soft-spoken, midwestern 
Hastert and will in fact outshine 
the speaker in setting the agenda 
for the conservative right. To fur¬ 
ther his clout, DeLay personally 
chose one of his political proteges, 
Representative Roy Blunt (R- 
Missouri), for the No. 3 House 
position as majority whip. 

In their caucus, Democratic 
senators chose to keep Tom 
Daschle (D-South Dakota) as the 
new minority leader, with Nevada 
Senator Harry Reid (D) staying 
in the No. 2 whip position. 

Democrats in the House did 
make a remarkable change, how¬ 
ever, when Representative 
Richard Gephardt (D-Missouri) 
stepped aside, and party members 
chose Representative Nancy 
Pelosi (D-San Francisco) for the 
top position of minority leader. 
The lopsided 177-29 vote makes 
the popular Californian the first 
woman leader of either party in 
Congress. House Democrats 
chose Representative Steny 
Hoyer (D-Maryland) for the No. 

2 position as minority whip, and 


voted for Representative Robert 
Menendez (D-New Jersey), a 
Hispanic, to become the new De¬ 
mocratic Caucus chair. 

The election of Pelosi and 
DeLay does give some worry to 
members that while the selection 
of the two give both parties fresh 
faces to represent them over the 
next two years, it also threatens to 
take the parties further toward 
ideological extremes, and to in¬ 
crease partisan friction. Pelosi said 
that won’t be so, at least not from 
her point of view. Pelosi, saying 
that as minority leader she has set 
a goal of crafting a “down the cen¬ 
ter” program for important issues 
such as economic growth. I’ve 
known Pelosi since she 
was first elected to 
Congress and while I 
don’t know her well, I 
do know she is 
among the very best 
top few friends the 
LGBT community has 
on Capitol Hill. 

On Elec¬ 
tion Night I 
spent a short 
time with her 
and Supervisor Mark Leno 
watching early election returns at 
the Fairmont and, damn, does the 
lady know politics! As the early re¬ 
turns were coming in, she was cor¬ 
rectly predicting one contest after 
another and anyone who has 
spent any time talking politics 
with her quickly becomes im¬ 
pressed with not only her total 
knowledge of politics, but she can 
count House members and pre¬ 
dict the outcomes better than any 
of the multitude of television talk¬ 
ing heads that were covering the 
networks on election night. 

Politics and people 

Some political writers (particu¬ 
larly one from the Bay Guardian) 
would have us believe that the Dis¬ 
trict 8 runoff election on Decem¬ 
ber 10 between Bevan Dufty and 
Eileen Hansen is strictly a left ver¬ 
sus moderate fight. Wrong. 
Hansen, an admitted political lefty, 
might have the endorsements of 
Harry Britt and Tom Ammiano, 
but you can hardly say Dufty has 
no progressives in his camp when 
he has the solid endorsements of 
both Representative Nancy Pelosi 
and Oakland’s Representative Bar¬ 
bara Lee. Further, Hansen’s camp 
is pushing the point that the num¬ 
ber of women on the board will be 
doubled is she wins - forget that 
argument too; Fiona Ma will take 
care of that when she wins in Dis¬ 
trict 4. Dufty’s strong endorsement 
of the popular Proposition N in 
the recent election is enough alone 
to make most vote for him (as op¬ 
posed to his opponent’s opposing 
it, that is). Bevan Dufty for District 
8 supervisor on December 10. 

Remember when shortly after 
September 11, 2001, George W. 
Bush went on television to an¬ 
nounce to the world that “we will 
be judged as to how we handle the 
war on international terrorism by 
whether we find Osama bin 
Laden dead or alive.” Well, Mr. 
Bush, it’s well past a year now and 
Osama is once again sending us 
taunting recorded messages, so on 
that calculation alone, George, I 
don’t think your administration is 
being “judged” all that well as goes 
the war on terrorism, 

Dems control state: Tom Mc- 
Clintock, the GOP candidate for 
state controller, conceded the race 


Monday. Democrat Steve West- 
ly’s victory means the party con¬ 
trols every statewide office for the 
first time since 1882. 

Think the election is over? Not 
so fast. There are still a couple of 
hundred votes to be tallied in the 
race for a state Senate seat (Dis¬ 
trict 12) that stretches from the 
Salinas Valley to the upper San 
Joaquin Valley where Republican 
Jeff Denhal leads Democrat 
Rusty Areias by a couple of 
thousand votes, and the results of 
an Assembly seat in District 30 is 
still unsettled; Democrat Nicole 
Parra leads Republican Dean 
Gardner by only 200 votes. The 
30th District encompasses Kings, 
Kern, Fresno, and Tulare counties. 
Counties by law have until De¬ 
cember 3 to certify the results. 

California’s House delegation 
in the new 108th Congress will 
number 53 members - 33 De¬ 
mocrats, 20 Republicans. 

Since 1992, the so-called Year 
of the Woman, when women 
boosted their presence by 22 in 
Congress, their numbers have 
grown slowly. The new Congress 
will have 59 House women mem¬ 
bers and 13 Senate members; 
starting in January, women will 
hold a record six governorships 
nationwide. 



Bonnie Dumanis 


Congratulations to Bonnie 
Dumanis, the district attorney- 
elect of San Diego County. Du¬ 
manis, a 50-year-old lesbian Supe¬ 
rior Court judge, and a Democrat, 
ousted two-term incumbent D.A. 
Paul Pfingst, a Republican, in 
that county’s nonpartisan race. 
Dumanis won the election by 
3,556 votes out of 581,266 cast; 
her opponent didn’t mention her 
sexual orientation, but a Christian 
political group predictably dis¬ 
tributed thousands of fliers re¬ 
minding voters that she was a les¬ 
bian. Dumanis, incidentally, had 
the strong endorsement of the po¬ 
litically influential San Diego Po¬ 
lice Officers Association. 

Last week I mentioned that 
Representative Loretta Sanchez 
(D-Garden Grove) was re-elected 
and will be joined in the new Con¬ 
gress by Representative-elect 
Linda Sanchez (D-Lakewood), 
her sister, making them the coun¬ 
try’s first and only congressional 
sister act. Well, not to be outdone, 
the Sanchez sisters will be joined 
in the 108th Congress by brothers 
from Florida - Representative- 
elect Mario Diaz-Balart and Rep¬ 
resentative Lincoln Diaz-Balart, 
who won his sixth term; both men 
are Republicans. 

The new 108th will not be 
sworn in until January but the 
final makeup of the new Congress 
next page ►

Who were the first 
gay elected officials?

November 1974 (28 years ago 
this month): Elaine Noble is elect¬ 
ed a state representative in Mass¬ 
achusetts. 

I n the mid-1970s, the gay and 
lesbian movement reached a 
new phase when the first 
openly gay men and lesbian 
women began to win election as 
public officials. Gays had cam¬ 
paigned for public positions as 
early as 1961, when openly gay 
drag entertainer Jose Sarria re¬ 
ceived 5,600 votes in his bid 
for a position on the San 
Francisco Board of Super¬ 
visors. Other openly gay 
individuals ran for office in 
the next 13 years, and at least 
one of them won: Kathy 
Kozachenkc, of the 
Ann Arbor, Michi¬ 
gan, county council. 

But in late 1974 
one gay man and one lesbian 
burst onto the political scene as 
openly gay legislators. In Novem¬ 
ber of that year, Elaine Noble was 
elected as a state representative in 
Massachusetts, and one month 
later Minnesota state Senator 
Allan Spear revealed his homosex¬ 
uality in a newspaper interview. 

The openly lesbian Noble - a 
former cocktail waitress, educator, 
and community volunteer - ran as 
a Democrat for a seat in the Mass¬ 
achusetts House representing 
Boston’s Fenway District. She nar¬ 
rowly won the primary and de¬ 
feated her Republican opponent 
in November with nearly 60 per¬ 
cent of the vote. 

In office Noble found herself 
torn between her goals as a legis¬ 
lator representing a mostly 
straight, elderly, and poor district 
and the demands of the gay and 
lesbian community that she focus 
on “their” issues. On more than 
one occasion, she was accused of 
“selling out” and acting against 
the best interests of gays and les¬ 
bians. For example, when two 


dozen gay men were accused of 
pedophilia in Boston, she quickly 
held a news conference and con¬ 
demned the accused men, most of 
whom were never convicted. In 
1976 she flew to a fundraiser in 
San Francisco to raise money for 
the straight, pro-gay politician 
who was running against Harvey 
Milk for the California Assembly. 

On the other hand, Noble did 
try (albeit unsuccessfully) to pass 
a statewide job-protection bill for 
gays and lesbians and certainly 
helped break down barriers and 
stereotypes among legislators in 
Massachusetts and nation¬ 
wide. After she served two 
terms, the district lines were 
redrawn and she found her¬ 
self in the same district as 
her ally, then-closeted gay 
legislator Barney Frank. 
Rather than face off against 
Frank in a primary, 
Noble ran for the 
U.S. Senate in 1978, 
but she lost the pri¬ 
mary to future presidential con¬ 
tender Paul Tsongas. 

Noble left elected office with 
some bitterness toward the com¬ 
munity that had both embraced 
and scorned her. She told the Ad¬ 
vocate, “I guess more than any¬ 
thing I’m just exhausted and very, 
very tired and probably disillu¬ 
sioned because I really tried the 
best I could and it wasn’t good 
enough for the gay community. To 
be honest, I don’t know what 
‘good enough’ is.” 

In part inspired by Noble’s No¬ 
vember 1974 election, Allan Spear 
granted a front-page interview to 
the Minneapolis Star-Tribune soon 
after his re-election to a second 
term as a state senator, in which he 
declared he was gay. This an¬ 
nouncement was not met with 
universal acceptance. One state 
senator indicated during a com¬ 
mittee meeting that he thought 
the state should appropriate 
money to help Spear get his ho¬ 
mosexuality “cured.” Nonetheless, 
many of Spear’s fellow senators 
were supportive, although most 


expected him to lose his 1976 bid 
for re-election. Spear’s Republican 
opponent in that race spent so 
much time denying homosexuali¬ 
ty was an issue in the race that it 
became clear it was. Spear won 
with nearly 70 percent of the vote. 

In the years that followed, 
Spear made a name for himself 
fighting for strict drunk-driving 
laws and expanded child care ser¬ 
vices. He also pushed for a gay 
rights bill that met strong opposi¬ 
tion from religious conservatives 
but was ultimately passed in 1993. 
By that time Spear had risen 
through the ranks of Minnesota’s 
senate to become that body’s pres¬ 
ident. 

In the two decades since Noble 
and Spear became openly gay 
elected officials, dozens of gay 
men and lesbians have come out 
in office or run as openly gay and 
lesbian candidates. In 1991 the 
Gay and Lesbian Victory Fund 
was founded to help raise money 
to elect openly gay and lesbian 
candidates-and by the end of that 
decade, hundreds of gay men and 
lesbians had been elected to pub¬ 
lic office. T

hinges on the outcome of three 
undecided House races - in Col¬ 
orado, Hawaii, and Louisiana - 
and a Senate race in Louisiana, 
where Democrat Mary Landrieu 
faces a December 7 runoff against 
Republican Suzanne Terrell. As 
of now, the House will include 228 
Republicans, 203 Democrats; the 
Senate will have at least 51 Repub¬ 
licans, 47 Democrats, and one in¬ 
dependent who sides with the De¬ 
mocrats. 

Incidentally, Democrats will 
hold their nominating convention 
in Boston in 2004, July 26-29; Re¬ 
publicans have yet to announce, 
but are reportedly leaning toward 
New York City. 

A couple of readers have e- 
mailed me, but no, I know noth¬ 
ing about Janet Napolitano, the 

governor-elect of Arizona, except 
that she was born in New York 
City, raised in Pittsburgh and New 
Mexico, moved to Phoenix in 
1983 to become a law clerk, was 
named by President Bill Clinton 
in 1993 to be U.S. attorney for Ari¬ 
zona, and was elected Arizona 
state attorney general in 1998.

AndroGel® is indicated for replacement therapy in males for 
conditions associated with a deficiency or absence of 
endogenous testosterone:

Laboratory Tests 

1. Hemoglobin and hematocrit levels should be checked 
periodically (to detect polycythemia) in patients on long-term 
androgen therapy. 

2. Liver function, prostatic specific antigen, cholesterol, and high- 
density lipoprotein should be checked periodically. 

3. To ensure proper dosing, serum testosterone concentrations 
should be measured (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION). 

Drug Interactions 

Oxyphenbutazone: Concurrent administration of 
oxyphenbutazone and androgens may result in elevated serum 
levels of oxyphenbutazone. 

Insulin: In diabetic patients, the metabolic effects of androgens 
may decrease blood glucose and, therefore, insulin requirements. 
Propranolol: In a published pharmacokinetic study of an 
injectable testosterone product, administration of testosterone 
cypionate led to an increased clearance of propranolol in the 
majority of men tested. 

Corticosteroids: The concurrent administration of testosterone 
with ACTH or corticosteroids may enhance edema formation; 
thus, these drugs should be administered cautiously, particularly 
in patients with cardiac or hepatic disease. 

Drug/Leboratory Test Interactions 

Androgens may decrease levels of thyroxin-binding globulin, 

resulting in decreased total T4 serum levels and increased resin 

uptake of T3 and T4. Free thyroid hormone levels remain 

unchanged, however, and there is no clinical evidence of thyroid 

dysfunction. 

Carcinogenesis. Mutagenesis. Impairment of Fertility 
Animal Data: Testosterone has been tested by subcutaneous 
injection and implantation in mice and rats. In mice, the implant 
induced cervical-uterine tumors, which metastasized in some 
cases.

The following adverse events possibly related to the use of 
AndroGel* occurred in fewer than 1% of patients: amnesia, 
anxiety, discolored hair, dizziness, dry skin, hirsutism, hostility, 
impaired urination, paresthesia, penis disorder, peripheral 
edema, sweating, and vasodilation. 

In this clinical trial of AndroGel*skin reactions atthe site of 
application were occasionally reported with AndroGel* but none 
was severe enough to require treatment or discontinuation of 
drug. 

Six (4%) patients in this trial had adverse events that led to 
discontinuation of AndroGel.* These events included the 
following: cerebral hemorrhage, convulsion (neither of which 
were considered related to AndroGel® administration), 
depression, sadness, memory loss, elevated prostate specific 
antigen and hypertension.

Among 17 patients in foreign clinical 
studies there was one instance each of acne, erythema and 
benign prostate adenoma associated with a 2.5% testosterone 
gel formulation applied dermally. 

One hundred six (106) patients have received AndroGel® for up 
to 12 months in a long-term follow-up study for patients who 
completed the controlled clinical trial. The preliminary safety 
results from this study are consistent with those reported for the 
controlled clinical trial. Table 2 summarizes those adverse events 
possibly, probably or definitely related to the use of AndroGel® 
and reported by at least 1 % of the total number of patients 
during long-term exposure to AndroGel.®

out” of the party, Milner said, 
pointing to a pattern of complici¬ 
ty among those attending. 

But to date, police have only 
been able to place the four sus¬ 
pects - Cazares, Merel, Magidson, 
and Jaron Nabors - plus three 
others at the scene of the crime. 
The other three allegedly present 
were Merel’s brothers, Paul and 
Emmanuel, and Nicole Brown. 
Paul Merel was originally arrested 
in connection with the case and 
then released. Brown has been a 
key witness to police. 

Araujo was allegedly beaten, 
then strangled to death at the 
party. According to police, Arau¬ 
jo’s body was then left in the 
garage of the Merel house, the 
scene of the party, until the alleged 
killers buried it at Silver Lake. 

After Nabors led the police to 
the grave two weeks later, police 
found Araujo, wrists and ankles 
bound, in a miniskirt s/he was last 
seen wearing at the party. 

Police allege that one or sever¬ 
al of the defendants had sex with 
Araujo at or before the party and 


that they killed Araujo after 
Brown took Araujo into the bath¬ 
room, lifted the miniskirt, and 
discovered that s/he was anatom¬ 
ically male. 

Cazares’s arraignment was 
continued to November 22 after 
his attorney, Jesse Garcia, request¬ 
ed a delay during a brief appear¬ 
ance on Monday, November 18. 

Nabors has pleaded not guilty 
to the charges. Merel and Magid¬ 
son have not yet entered pleas. 

Araujo’s murder has reverber¬ 
ated through Newark, a small East 
Bay city of 55,000, triggering vig¬ 
ils, protests, and raising questions 
of ingrained homophobia in this 
community and the schools which 
Araujo and some of the defen¬ 
dants attended. 

When Fred Phelps, pastor of 
Westboro Baptist Church in Tope¬ 
ka, Kansas, announced he would 
come to the Bay Area to picket as 
part of his long-running “God 
hates fags” campaign, East Bay 
Pride and others organized 
counter demonstrations last 
weekend. 

The most conspicuous of these 
was a rally in Oaldand on Friday, 
November 15 attended by Oak¬ 
land Mayor Jerry Brown, other 


city officials and LGBT rights ac¬ 
tivists. 

From the podium, Molly 
McKay, of Marriage Equality Cal¬ 
ifornia, wished that Phelps would 
“click his heels and go back over 
the rainbow to Kansas.” 

About 10 of Phelps’s followers 
did turn up at a performance of 
The Laramie Project , a play about 
slain gay college student Matthew 
Shepard, at Newark Memorial 
High School later that evening. 

Phelps’s followers, some of 
whom were children, carried signs 
that read: “Matt in Hell” and 
“Eddie in Hell.” 

Approximately 150 counter- 
protesters were there to meet 
them, including 20 adults in angel 
garb with large wings to hide 
Phelps’s people from view of the 
crowd. 

The counterprotesters shout¬ 
ed, “Love Not Hate” to drown out 
the chants of Phelps’s followers. 

At the demonstration, Andrew 
Uzoma, a student who was among 
the- counterprotesters, said, “It’s 
pretty sad it takes something like 
this to happen to have people 
come together. There’s some pret¬ 
ty messed up people in this 
world.” ▼

n amendment in President 
Bush’s education bill, the No 
, Child Left Behind Act, 
threatens to withhold funding 
from any school that does not open 
its campus resources for use by the 
Boy Scouts of America, angering 
some school districts that have 
banned the BSA from its schools 
due to the Scouts’ anti-gay policies. 

“It’s bizarrely particular, the 
specific mention of the Boy 
Scouts,” said San Francisco Board 
of Education President Jill Wynns. 
“And they’re saying you can’t dis¬ 
criminate against people who dis¬ 
criminate.” 

According to Wynns, attorneys 
for the Board of Education are 
currently reviewing the law to de¬ 
termine what will need to happen 
to ensure compliance. Wynns ex¬ 
pects that SFUSD will need to aug¬ 
ment its current policy, but plans 
to maintain its sexual orientation 
non-discrimination language. 

“The law doesn’t say you can’t 
have a policy. Whether or not we 
follow our own policy is our own 
business. That does not make us 
uncompliant with the law,” she said. 

Wynns said that in the past, the 


BSA would hold meetings or dis¬ 
tribute recruitment information 
during school hours, but with the 
passage of the non-discrimination 
policy at SFUSD, Scouts were no 
longer allowed to do so. 

“At that point,” she said, “use of 
school buildings by the BSA de¬ 
clined, because a message was sent 
that they were not welcome.” 
Wynns expects, however, that the 
passage of the amendment will 
serve as a signal that the BSA be 
allowed back on campuses again. 

The new law will not allow the 
BSA to use school hours for its 
purposes, but it will allow the BSA 
to once again start distributing 
flyers and recruitment informa¬ 
tion at the schools. 

The amendment states, “Any 
local district that discriminates 
against or denies equal access to 
patriotic organizations, such as 
the Boy Scouts of America, is de¬ 
nied funds.” 

Although the legislation was 
signed into law on January 8, a let¬ 
ter was sent from Secretary of Ed¬ 
ucation Rod Paige just last Friday 
detailing compliance of the act. It 
explained the meaning of “patri¬ 
otic organization” to more specif¬ 
ically include “any group officially 
affiliated with the Boy Scouts of 
America or any other youth group 
listed in Title 36 of the United 
States Code as a patriotic society.” 

According to Mary Kate 


Cullen, public policy director for 
the Gay Lesbian Straight Educa¬ 
tion Network, the Title 36 list of 
organizations was used so that the 
amendment would not give free 
and open access to all groups that 
may be explicitly discriminatory, 
such as the Ku Klux Klan. 

Other organizations listed 
under Title 36 include the Future 
Farmers of America and the Girl 
Scouts of America. According to 
Cullen, however, the controversy 
remains with the BSA because the 
organizations listed under Title 36 
do not have similar discriminato¬ 
ry practices. 

“The Girl Scouts,” Cullen said, 
“have always been open and ac¬ 
cepting of out troop leaders and 
even different religious affilia¬ 
tions. They are much more up¬ 
front about diversity being an im¬ 
portant component of being a 
Girl Scout.” 

The amendment is also sepa¬ 
rate from the Equal Access Act 
that was passed in the 1980s. 
Under the EAA a school must 
provide all student groups with 
the same access to the school that 
is provided to other student 
groups. Cullen explained that, 
“because the BSA has troop lead¬ 
ers and sponsors, they’re not con¬ 
sidered student-led groups.” The 
amendment was then necessary to 
grant outside groups such as the 
BSA access to campus facilities. 


Nothing will change at some 
schools. After the Supreme Court 
ruled in June 2000 that the BSA 
had a First Amendment right to 
exclude any viewpoints that con¬ 
flicted with its own, many dis¬ 
tricts, such as the Chicago Public 
Schools, withdrew their sponsor¬ 
ships of the BSA due to its sexual-

Holocaust Museum 
opens gay exhibit

IS new exhibition at the Unit- 
|| 1 § ed States Holocaust Memo- 
rt rial Museum in Washing¬ 
ton D.C. aims to shed light on the 
thousands of homosexuals, pri¬ 
marily gay men, who were mur¬ 
dered in concentration camps by 
the Nazis. 

Between 1933 and 1945, an es¬ 
timated 100,000 men were arrest¬ 
ed for homosexuality, and of 
these, approximately 50,000 were 
sentenced for the crime. Most of 
these men spent time in regular 
prisons. An estimated 5,000 to 
15,000 were sent to concentration 
camps where an unknown num¬ 
ber of them perished. 

The new exhibit, “Nazi Perse¬ 
cution of Homosexuals 1933- 
1945” opened on November 15 
and will be at the museum until 
March 16, 2003. The exhibition 
will then travel to cities across the 
country. 

More than two years in devel¬ 
opment, it is the first major exhi¬ 


bition on the subject for English- 
speaking audiences and draws on 
materials from more than 40 
archives and other repositories in 
eight countries. 

“This exhibition reflects the 
museum’s commitment to recog¬ 
nizing all the victims of Nazism,” 
said Fred S. Zeidman, chairman of 
the United States Holocaust 
Memorial Council, the museum’s 
governing body. “Poles, Gypsies, 
Soviet prisoners of war, the hand¬ 
icapped, and Jehovah’s Witnesses 
all were targeted by the regime, 
and 5 million of them were mur¬ 
dered along with the 6 million 
Jews between 1933 and 1945. We 
created this as a traveling exhibi¬ 
tion to tell this important story in 
communities throughout the 
U.S.” 

In 1933, the year Adolf Hitler 
assumed power, an estimated 1 
million homosexual men lived in 
Germany. Nazi policy asserted 
that homosexual men carried a 
“degeneracy” that threatened the 
“disciplined masculinity” of Ger¬ 
many. As homosexuals were be¬ 


lieved to form self-serving groups, 
the emergence of a state-within- 
the state that could disrupt social 
harmony was also feared. 

Additionally, the Nazis charged 
that homosexuals’ failure to father 
children was a factor in Germany’s 
declining birth rate, thus robbing 
the nation of future sons and 
daughters who could fight for and 
work toward a greater Reich. 

“The exhibition explores why 
homosexual behavior was identi¬ 
fied as a danger to Nazi society 
and how the Nazi regime attempt¬ 
ed to eliminate it,” said exhibition 
curator Edward Phillips. “The 
Nazis believed it was possible to 
‘cure’ homosexual behavior 
through labor and ‘re-education.’ 
As their efforts to eradicate ho¬ 
mosexuality grew more dracon¬ 
ian, gay men became subject to 
castration, institutionalization, 
and deportation to concentration 
camps.”

Army sees greater threat 
in gays than terrorists

W hat is a greater threat to 
U.S. security: that inter¬ 
cepted messages from 
possible terrorists go untranslat¬ 
ed? Or that homosexuals do the 
translating? The Pentagon has de¬ 
cided that gays pose the greater 
danger. It has kicked out at least 
nine service members studying at 
the elite Defense Language Insti¬ 
tute in Monterey, California. 

Over the last two months the 
Servicemembers Legal Defense 
Network has assisted six Arabic 
language students discharged 
from DLI under the anti-gay pol¬ 
icy known as “Don’t Ask, Don’t 
Tell.” Also kicked out were stu¬ 
dents learning Korean and Man¬ 
darin, other difficult languages. 

Many of the soldiers had sim¬ 
ply told their superior officers that 
they weje gay, said Steve Ralls, 
spokesman for SLDN. PFCs Alas- 
tair Gamble and Robert Hicks 
were caught sleeping together 
during a middle of the night raid 
on Gamble’s room in April. All 
were dismissed. 

Numerous studies conducted 
since the 9/11 terrorist attack on 


the U.S. have pointed out a dan¬ 
gerous shortage of speakers of Ara¬ 
bic, Farsi, and other languages in¬ 
digenous to the Muslim world 
within the intelligence communi¬ 
ties. As a result, intercepted mes¬ 
sages and other intelligence infor¬ 
mation often are not translated or 
analyzed on a timely basis. That 
can be fatal when information is 
the foundation of modern security. 

In 2001, th e Army had positions 
for 84 Arabic translators among its 
nearly half million troops. It could 
fill only half of them, 42, according 
to a report by the General Ac¬ 
counting Office, the federal gov¬ 
ernment’s investigative arm. 

The training program in Ara¬ 
bic at DLI is 63 weeks long, com¬ 
pared with 25 weeks for European 
languages. Only the brightest can¬ 
didates are selected for the gruel¬ 
ing marathon of learning Arabic. 
They also tend to be older and 
have completed college. So the six 
Arabic students who were dis¬ 
charged, some of them near the 
end of their training, represent a 
significant portion of DLI’s total 
capacity in that area. The Army 
cannot just crank out translators 
like it does infantryman straight 
out of high school. 


“I would be ever so grateful if 
an American politician would ex¬ 
plain why the Taliban’s persecu¬ 
tion of women is considered bar¬ 
baric, yet persecution of gay mili¬ 
tary personnel by your govern¬ 
ment is deemed quite acceptable,” 
wrote Australian Mike LeClerc in 
a letter to the New York Times. 

“Firing talented people who 
possess a scarce and sorely needed 
skill because some people don’t 
like their choice of social compan¬ 
ions puts prejudice ahead of na¬ 
tional security,” said Congressman 
Barney Frank (D-Massachusetts). 

“These discharges, by impair¬ 
ing our efforts against terrorism 
clearly provide aid and comfort to 
our enemy,” declared decorated 
WWLI veteran and gay activist 
Frank Kameny. “They represent 
treason under Section 3, Article II 
of the Constitution, and everyone 
involved, from bottom up to the 
very top should be indicted, pros¬ 
ecuted, tried, convicted, and 
hanged for treason.” 

“Bigotry undermines readi¬ 
ness,” said C. Dixon Osburn, exec¬ 
utive director of SLDN. “For the 
sake of national security, Congress 
should repeal Don’t Ask, Don’t 
Tell.” ▼

orientation discrimination as well 
as its religious affiliation. 

According to GLSEN, in 2000 
there were 1,042 schools in five 
states that did not charter or 
sponsor BSA packs or troops, 
compared to the current figure of 
4,532 schools in 10 states. 

The school sponsorships pro¬ 
vided the BSA with perks that 
other organizations normally did 
not receive “because the BSA were 
such an established and well pop¬ 
ulated organization,” said Cullen. 


“They have such a cache with pub¬ 
lic schools that they can often get 
many perks that other clubs can’t.” 

These perks at times included 
greater use of campus public ad¬ 
dress systems to make school¬ 
wide announcements as well as 
the ability to include recruitment 
notices and general BSA informa¬ 
tion along with class registration 
information that is mailed to each 
student at the beginning of the 
school year. 

At the time of the Supreme 
Court ruling, Gregg Shields, the na¬ 
tional spokesman of the BSA, told 
Education Week, “We’re not forcing 
Boy Scouts of America’s values on 


anyone. We simply ask people to re¬ 
spect our values and beliefs.” 

Retiring North Carolina Sena¬ 
tor Jesse Helms (R) crafted the 
amendment in the Senate version 
of the bill. According to a spokes¬ 
woman for the BSA, “no one ever 
officially spoke to Senator Helms. 
The Boy Scouts are an apolitical 
nonprofit organization so we did 
not participate in the creation of 
the bill.” 

In response, San Francisco’s 
Wynns said, “It is the Republican 
Party who supposedly are for local 
control, yet they have put in place 
the most directive education sys¬ 
tem ever seen in this country.” ▼

minute forum on Monday, No¬ 
vember 18 hosted by Coleman 
Advocates for Youth and Children, 
a children and family advocacy 
group, Dufty and Hansen only 
differed on a few responses. The 
candidates were in such agree¬ 
ment, one audience member had 
to ask them to explicitly state what 
made them different from their 
opponent. 

And even then, the gloves 
never came off. 

“I have stayed positive 
throughout this campaign,” re¬ 
sponded Dufty, who ran Mayor 
Willie Brown’s Office of Neigh¬ 
borhood Services and worked as 
an aide to city Treasurer Susan 
Leal when she served as a supervi¬ 
sor. “I have talked about issues.” 

While some critics have tried 
to use his ties to the mayor against 
him during the campaign, Dufty 
defended his time working in City 
Hall as an aide to Brown. 

“I think I did good things. I 
was an honorable employee,” 
Dufty said, eliciting applause from 
the audience. 

Hansen then joked she would 
take the applause to mean the au¬ 
dience appreciated Dufty “for 
keeping things positive” and 
added “certainly, we do not want 
to degenerate into personal at¬ 
tacks, but we can point out our 
differences. Those are facts.” 

Hansen, a nonprofit consultant 
and former campaign strategist 
for Tom Ammiano, said one of the 
biggest differences between her 
and Dufty was their experience 
working in governmental affairs. 

“Bevan has worked inside gov¬ 
ernment while I have worked 
mostly from outside government,” 
said Hansen, who also stated how 
the two had opposing view points 
on how to tackle the city’s home¬ 
less problem and increase home 
ownership. 

Yet earlier during the forum 
when asked about Proposition N, 
the so-called Care Not Cash ini¬ 
tiative voters passed which Dufty 
supported and Hansen opposed, 
neither candidate hailed the mea¬ 
sure as the cure to the homeless 
problem on city streets. 


“I believe San Franciscans 
want to see reform in how the city 
responds to homelessness. It is not 
a comprehensive solution but a 
first step,” said Dufty, who stated 
the city needs to master lease ho¬ 
tels and provide social services as a 
way to help the homeless. 

Hansen stated “it is not a secret 
I opposed it. It is kind of held out 
as a panacea that is going to make 
us all feel good.” 

She said for the city to truly tack¬ 
le the homeless problem, it must 
“implement the Continuum of 
Care plan. It does take a compre¬ 
hensive approach to homelessness.” 

One area the two did diverge in 
their responses was how to deal 
with looming budget cuts next 
year. Dufty said the city must 
work to increase tourism to the 
city and grow its economy. 

“I want to see biotech come in 
and not be hostile to them,” he 
said. 

Hansen responded that there is 
room in the budget to make cuts 
while at the same time funding 
those programs voters say are im¬ 
portant, such as healthcare and 
education. 

“We need to prioritize where 
the money goes. We don’t do that. 
There is money in this city to 
spend on the things we feel are 
important to us,” she said. “We 
need to get rid of corruption and 
the unethical way we run govern¬ 
ment in this city.” 

Radulovich 
supports Hansen 

In a statement released this 
week, former rival Tom 
Radulovich gave his support to 
Hansen in the runoff. Radulovich, 
an openly gay BART board mem¬ 


ber, placed third in the general 
election. 

“Eileen’s progressive values, in¬ 
dependence, and dedication to the 
public good will serve District 8 
well. We have a lot of challenges 
ahead as a city keeping our neigh¬ 
borhoods livable, creating an en¬ 
vironmentally sustainable city, 
providing real solutions to the 
problems of housing affordability 
and homelessness, and making 
city government free of corrup¬ 
tion and responsive to the needs 
of residents,” stated Radulovich. 
“Eileen is definitely qualified to 
meet those challenges and is my 
choice to serve as District 8’s next 
supervisor.” 

With the endorsement of 
Radulovich, Hansen said she is 
hoping his supporters will give her 
the edge in beating Dufty. 

“I sincerely hope that his sup¬ 
porters will consider following 
Tom’s lead and vote in this critical 
runoff election on December 10,” 
said Hansen. “I appreciate the is¬ 
sues he raised during the cam¬ 
paign and I will do my best to ad¬ 
dress the concerns of Tom’s con¬ 
stituents.” 

Hansen also announced this 
week she had the support of Su¬ 
pervisors Matt Gonzalez and So¬ 
phie Maxwell, former Supervisor 
Sue Bierman and school board 
member Dan Kelly, as well as the 
Sierra Club. Hansen said she was 
gratified to have the endorsement 
of Maxwell, who had earlier sup¬ 
ported Radulovich. 

“It is also terrific to have the 
support of the only woman on the 
Board and I hope to double the 
number of women by joining Su¬ 
pervisor Sophie Maxwell on the 
board.” ▼

o sport more visually show¬ 
cased the geographic beau¬ 
ty of Sydney than sailing.

Five years ago, nearly 3000 gay and bisexual men in 
San Francisco, Los Angeles, Chicago and New York 
were part of a ground-breaking national health 
telephone survey. 

Three years ago, these men participated in a phone 
survey on tobacco use, a health problem that 
especially impacts the LGBT community. 

In coming months, you may be phoned and asked to 
participate in another survey, focusing on what gay & 
bisexual men are thinking and doing about various 
health-related issues.

Among the difficulties of boat 
racing are landing at the starting 
line when the starting horn blasts.

Releasing the spinnaker, a bil¬ 
lowy front sail, often attached by a 
pole, proved difficult for others. 

A few tourist helicopters and a 
huge freighter loomed nearby, but 
the day’s races went off with only 
a few discrepancies. 

The first place finishers that 
day were Australia’s Black, Green 
& Gold (they later took the gold 
medal), with San Francisco crew 
led by Dean Daniels placing sec¬ 
ond, and GUST (Gay UK Sailing 
Team) narrowly placing third. 

By the week’s end, San Francis¬ 
co had two silver medal crews: 
Team Carpe Cerevesium (Captain 
Daniels and crew John Plander 
and Paul Blank), and Team 


On the horizon 

“It was a really great experience 
sailing in Sydney with Paul and 
John,” said veteran sailor Daniels, 
a retired Oracle executive. 

His experienced crew mates 
were John Plander, a San Diego 
physician who recently skippered 
a Los Angeles-to-Hawaii race 
aboard the Survivor, which was 
fully crewed by PWAs. 

Crew member Paul Blank 
drove the new Elliott 6.0 that they 
sailed in Sydney. A national cham¬ 
pion in the Lido 14 and Schock 35 
classes, he lives in Corona Del Mar 
and is a software executive. 

When using his own boat, 
Daniels races a Melges 24 named 
Carpe Cerevisiam (Latin for 
“Seize the Beer”). 

“We sailed very hard in Sydney 
but the Black, Green & Gold team 
from Melbourne sailed better,” said 
Daniels. “They won 18 straight (so 
to speak) races, which is an almost 
unheard of record in sailing. We 
sailed together on seven days,” in a 
bay where the Aussies had sailed 
together for years. 

“At least twice the number of 
the 51 successful registrants had to 
be turned away for lack of capaci¬ 
ty; soundly disproving skeptics 
who said that sailing would never 
work in the Gay Games,” added 
Daniels. 

Sailors from many countries 
are planning for Montreal’s Gay 
Games VII in 2006, which is still 
hedging about including sailing as 
an event. Perhaps they aren’t yet 
aware of the tenacity and indus¬ 
triousness of nautical gay folk. 

They’ve already formed the 
first international GLBT sailing 
organization, GLORY (Gay & Les¬ 
bian Organization for Racing 
Yachts), which has over 50 mem¬ 
bers, a mission statement, and a 
board of directors. They’re plan¬ 
ning another international com¬ 
petition next year. T

As Hedwig, at the Victoria 
Theatre in San Francisco 

evin Cahoon has a dark secret: the name of the song he 
sang to win the teen-vocalist championship on Star 
Search. 

“I can’t tell you,” said the star of the SF production of 
Hedwig and the Angry Inch. “It’s too embarrassing.” 
“You Light Up My Life,” perhaps? 

“That’s way too hip, compared to what I did,” he said. “I plead 
the Fifth Amendment.” 

Whatever uncool songs the kid from Texas was singing at age 
13 have given way to the driving rock of Hedwig , making a be¬ 
lated local debut at the Victoria Theatre. And back in New York, 
he heads a band called Ghetto Cowboy that he calls “queer- 
friendly.” 

“I try to write music for people who are the outsiders and 
the outcasts and the weirdos and the fags and the geeks in 
school,” he said before the start of rehearsal at the properly shab¬ 
by Victoria Theatre. And he feels the same when he transforms 
himself into the abused, scorned, but resilient Hedwig. 

“I don’t want to sound hoity-toity,” he said, “but before every 
show,!,say, ‘Let me be a voice for those people who don’t have a 
voice.’” 

San Francisco is the fifth city in which he has played the “interna¬ 
tionally ignored” rOck star Hedwig, the victim of a botched sex-change 
operation, beginning with the New York production in which he replaced 
author-star John Cameron Mitchell. 

“Well, I haven’t figured it out yet,” he said of his repeated returns to the show 
that combines rock concert, stand-up, and confessional. “This is Hamlet, but you 
get to sing and dance. That’s how deep the material is. People come expecting a campy 
Rocky Horror Show experience, but you really get to know and respect this woman and go

O ne sunny afternoon in the Tenderloin, Heklina gives me a walk-through tour of her 
teeny-tiny apartment, starting with a survey of the art on the walls: 

“This is a piece by Sam Russell,” clucks the mother hen of Trannyshack, point¬ 
ing to the first painting. “He helped me paint my apartment, and he gave this 
to me, and it hangs over my couch, and I like it a lot. I don’t really know what 
it means. It’s kind of religious. To me, it seems like an angel in the clouds.” 

Moving on, we come to some Walter Keene prints from the ’60s, little doll-like 
kids with big eyes on faded paper, which look due for an Antiques Roadshow assess¬ 
ment, and then a very early original Scooter painting from 1995. Scooter, the hip, 
hunky, queer Tenderloin painter/rapper/model-escort, has scooted on to New York, 
where he’s blazing his bold paths with his art and sex appeal. 

Most jarring, in a psychic sense, is a self-portrait as clown by John Wayne Gacy, 
the serial killer, titled, “Patches the Clown.” 

“I think it’s super-creepy,” Heklina shivers. “I got it from Chocolate, who bought 
it at an auction of John Wayne Gacy’s artwork in Indianapolis right before he was 
executed.” 

There’s a pillowy sculptural piece on the wall by Portia 666, one of Heldina’s fa¬ 
vorite drag artists, who in fact did her all-time-favorite drag number at Trannyshack. It 
was back in the club’s “early days” — Trannyshack at seven is still going strong, belying 
virtually everyone’s expectations, including Heklina’s — and Portia 666 did a number to 
Stevie Nicks’ “Edge of Seventeen.” She dressed up as a unicorn, and danced inside a huge 
Snow Globe made of plastic, bathed in snow-white light, tossing confetti around like snow. 

After a peek inside Heklina’s surprisingly small drag closet, packed with dresses, wigs and 
other apparel, all neatly organized, we repair to the cozy kitchen table to talk, and the first 
thing she does is light up a cigarette, which she declares is the only vice she has left, along with 
caffeine, having dumped several others along the way. 

Heklina is, of course, a nom de drag. Take away the drag facade, and the name no longer quite fits.

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Jean et Jean: a film legacy 

Cocteau & Marais:'Beauty and the Beast' at the Castro Theatre

he relationship between 
playwright, novelist, poet, 
and filmmaker Jean Cocteau 
(1889-1963) and actor Jean 
Marais (1913-98) is comparable 
to that of Joseph von Sternberg 
and Marlene Dietrich. The latter, 
however, was that of a heterosex¬ 
ual Pygmalion creating his cine¬ 
matic Galatea in Hollywood, 
while the former involved the 
transformation by an important 
avant garde artist of a handsome 
young actor, who also became his 
lover, and with whom he lived 
quite openly in their native 
France. Their most dazzling col¬ 
laboration, Cocteau’s luminous 
La belle et la bete (Beauty and the 
Beast) (1946), plays the Castro 
Theatre November 22-27. 

The two met in 1937. Cocteau 
had already made one film, Blood 
of a Poet in 1930, but seemed to 
have lost interest in the medium. 
Marais, the son of a Cherbourg 
veterinarian and the product of 
an unhappy marriage, had been 
rejected by the Paris Conserva¬ 
toire, but his stunning beauty had 
led to small roles in films from 
1933-35. He auditioned for a sec¬ 
ondary part in Cocteau’s play 
Oedipe, but the not convention¬ 
ally attractive playwright, smit¬ 
ten, offered him the leading role 
of the king. 

Marais starred in two more 
Cocteau plays, as Galahad in Les 


Chevaliers de la Table Ronde 
(1937) and as the son in Les Par¬ 
ents Terrible (1938). Thanks to 
Cocteau’s influence, Marais was 
offered movie leads, but his star¬ 
ring debut was delayed by 
wartime service, taking place in 
1941 ’s Le Pavilion Brule. Several 
more romantic leading men parts 
followed before filming Cocteau’s 
L’Eternal Retour (1943), his ver¬ 
sion of Tristan und Isolde, direct¬ 
ed by Jean Delannoy — a huge hit 
in France; audiences there report¬ 
edly could not stop weeping at 
the end. Then Cocteau returned 
behind the cameras to star Marais 
in Beauty and the Beast, which at¬ 
tracted international acclaim. 
Marais was stunning as both beast 
and as the transformed hero. 

Drama queen 

Cocteau adapted Ruy Bias 
(1947) for Marais, but did not di¬ 
rect him in the role of both hero 
and villain — another hit in 
France. On stage, Marais and the 
legendary Edwige Feuillere had 
scored in Cocteau’s The Eagle Has 
Two Heads, a drama of a queen 
torn between duty and love. They 
repeated their roles in the smash 
1947 film under his direction. 
Polls showed Marais France’s 
most popular actor, a position he 
maintained through much of the 
’50s. In 1948, the two filmed Les 
Parents Terrible. Critics thought 
Marais now too old to play the 
son. 

He worked steadily for other 


directors, returning to his mentor 
twice more. First, in 1950’s Or- 
phee, a retelling of the Orpheus 
legend, which Cocteau directed 
and wrote. Marais’ rival poet in 
this fascinating film was played by 
Edouard Dermithe, who in 1947 
had replaced him as Cocteau’s 
lover. Marais also had a small role 
in Cocteau’s last film, 1960’s Le 
Testament d’Orphee, in which 
Dermithe played the lead. 

Even after Cocteau’s death, 
Marais continued working as one 
of France’s most bankable stars, 
although few of his films were 
seen outside his native land. The 
French public accepted that 
Marais was acting on the screen, 
and, as such, that his homosexu¬ 
ality was irrelevant to his believ¬ 
able portrayals of traditional ro¬ 
mantic leads. This contrasts 
sharply with the practices of Hol¬ 
lywood studios of the era, which 
went to extraordinary lengths to 
keep their stars’ sexual orienta¬ 
tion hidden from American audi¬ 
ences. (Think of Ramon Navarro, 
Tyrone Power, Cary Grant, and 
Rock Hudson, to name just a 
few.) 

Cocteau’s multi-genre legacy, 
which includes the libretto of Pa¬ 
rade, the 1916 ballet to music by 
Satie with sets by Picasso, remains 
potent. Marais’ last role was for 
Bernardo Bertolucci, in 1996’s 
Stealing Beauty. But if they had 
only made Beauty and the Beast, 
their place in film history would 
have been assured. ▼

cause you’ve heard that San Fran¬ 
cisco Opera’s Merry Desconstruc- 
tionists have turned it into an ugly 
tale of violence and cannibalism, 
please rethink your agenda. 

I’m actually going to grade the 
piece as if it were kiddie time at 
the old schoolhouse, and you’ll 
see from the results why you 
should make an effort to hear En¬ 
gelbert Humperdinck’s 1893 Vic¬ 
torian fairy tale, the last through- 
composed post-Wagnerian mas¬ 
terpiece until Richard Strauss 
launched his popular career with 
Salome in 1905. Strauss, not coin¬ 
cidentally, conducted the world 
premiere of Hansel und Gretel. 

The opera gets an A+. Origi¬ 
nally a series of songs for his sis¬ 
ter’s moral tale, Humperdinck’s 
Hansel und Gretel" just grew” (like 
Topsy, the same curious mixture 
of innocence and knowing). 
Humperdinck had acted as copy¬ 
ist for Wagner’s Parsifal, and, 
though his memorable tunes are 
folk-like and diatonic, there is no 
mistaking the pungent Wagner- 
ism of his masterful orchestra¬ 
tion. 

Conductor Nicholas McGegan 
and the San Francisco Opera Or¬ 
chestra also rate an A+. McGegan 
nailed those opening horn sonori¬ 
ties and the polyphony that some¬ 
how sheds its academic origins 
and becomes magical, with a free- 
flowing flexibility that was quite 
different from Donald Runnicles’ 
hyperkinetic Wagnerian mastery. 
Hey, there is room for more than 
one kind of musical interpreta¬ 
tion, and I’d like to hear McGegan 
conduct Lohengrin. (I’d also like 
to be rich, thin and married to 
Keanu Reeves.) 

The singing was more variable, 
with no major voices in the cast; 
yet all the artists made dramatic 
and musical contributions above 
simply having gorgeous voices. 
Nearly perfect (A-) was animated 
Welsh soprano Catrin Wyn- 
Davies (Gretel). Perhaps her high 
notes are not as pure as famous 
Gretels of the past, but I doubt if 
Elisabeth Schwarzkopf could look 
like a snooty pre-teen and dance 
like a Martha Graham reject, all 
the while singing the high, diffi¬ 
cult music. Sara Fulgoni (Hansel) 
gets a B+ for awkward boyishness, 
but her mezzo is rather thin and 
small for the cavernous War 
Memorial, and she didn’t blend 
particularly well with Wyn- 
Davies. 

Wicked witch 

Graham Clark, got up like 
some British soap opera house¬ 


wife, was a funny-scary Witch (a 
role usually sung by an over-the- 
hill soprano), even if his brash 
character tenor grates on the ear 
(B+). David Okerlund is at his 
best in character parts, and he 
made the drunken father sympa¬ 
thetic (A), even more so as Mary 
Lloyd-Davies’ squally soprano 
brought out the uglier parts of the 
harassed mother (B). Greta 
Feeney’s Sandman (B+) was vo¬ 
calized much better than her Dew 
Fairy (C). 

Since we hear so much about 
productions at San Francisco 
Opera — because, remember, we 
out here in the uncivilized Wild 
West have never seen an intellec¬ 
tual opera presentation — it is 
with weary frustration that I re¬ 
port that this Hansel and Gretel, 
while perfectly entertaining, is no 
more original or mind-blowing 
than Saint Francois or Kat’a Ka¬ 
banova was. Like those two, it 
might have been more effective 
without all the preproduction 
hype. For a change, the media 
notes did not tell us what it all 
meant; that’s a start. Richard 
Jones’ production rates a B+, and 
stage director Linda Dobell an A 
for her original, witty choreogra¬ 
phy. 

Jones’ best scene (for which he 
deserves A+ and a gold star) is the 
pantomime that ends Act II. The 
children fall asleep in the woods, 
and 14 angels descend to protect 
them. Gag me with spoon. Jones 
posits the 14 angels as fat chefs, 
complete with white tunics and 
toques, Bismarck masks (it is a 
Churman opera, after all) and sil¬ 
ver chafing dishes. At the music’s 
climax, they uncover the chafing 
dishes to display a sumptuous 
meal which the kids dress up to 
enjoy. A brilliant use of music and 
pantomime to explore the opera’s 
themes of hunger for food and se¬ 
curity. 

Less happy were John Macfar- 
lane’s monochromatic designs. 
Like the Parsifal a few summers 
ago, they made “psychological” 
sense while completely ignoring 
the music. I don’t see how you can 
do that in opera and feel you’ve 
completed your task. So I reluc¬ 
tantly give Macfarlane a C- for not 
being able to hear that this Victo¬ 
rian opera celebrates nature (just 
as Parsifal does), and therefore re¬ 
quires a color scheme that is more 
varied than gray, white, black, 
brown and blood-red. T

t’s a small mystery why Won- 
'■ derful Town isn’t revived more 
; often. But thanks to Marin 
Theatre Company, which has a 
happy habit of veering from the 
beaten musical path, there is cur¬ 
rently a rare and welcome mount¬ 
ing of the 1953 musical. 

This welcome is extended be¬ 
cause, despite some definite defi¬ 
ciencies in the MTC production, 
enough goes right to create a fa¬ 
vorable impression of what Won¬ 
derful Town is all about. 

Actually, what it was mainly 
about back in 1953 was to provide 
a vehicle for Rosalind Russell’s re¬ 
turn to Broadway, and there are 
moments when this tailoring is 
unmistakable. Without another 
Roz Russell on hand, these pas¬ 
sages are bound to pale. 

But, vehicle or no, its creators 
are a prime-time team. For the 
score, Leonard Bernstein reunited 
with his On the Town lyricists 
Betty Comden and Adolph Green. 
Joseph Fields and Jerome Chodor- 
ov adapted their hit play My Sister 
Eileen (which starred Russell in 
the screen version), directoj* 
George Abbott added another hit 
to his resume, and Donald Saddler 
and Jerome Robbins provided the 
exuberant choreography. 

This is the story of sisters Ruth 
and Eileen McKenney, who have 
left the safety of Ohio to launch 
their careers in 1935 New York. 
The libretto’s humor can be a lit-

tie wobbly, and there are refer¬ 
ences to such mostly-forgotten 
1930s personalities as Mitzi 
Green, Bernard McFadden, and 
Helen Wills, but it remains snap¬ 
py and agreeable. The score is also 
smart and tuneful, even when it 
shoehorns in a totally gratuitous 
conga number. 

Director Lee Sankowich’s pro¬ 
duction is a bit on the spare side, 
with to'o much obvious double¬ 
casting, a confusing unit set, and 
choreography (by Richard Gibbs) 
that quotes from many sources 
but says little on its own. 

But one of the main reasons 
the production succeeds as well as 
it does is due to Julie James and 
Virginia Wilcox’s performances as 
Ruth and Eileen. Both are charm¬ 
ing, able performers who make us 
care about their adventures as in¬ 


nocents in Greenwich Village. 

There is also solid work from 
Rob Hatzenbeller as a kindly 
magazine editor, Colin Thomp¬ 
son as a corpulent Lothario, and 
Mark Farrell as a hopelessly awk¬ 
ward aspirant to Eileen’s affec¬ 
tions. 

Though a hard-to-fmd ki¬ 
nescope exists of a 1957 television 
production, no movie was ever 
made of Wonderful Town. Martin 
Theatre Company’s production 
may well be your first, last, and 
best opportunity to see this sig¬ 
nificant work by a team of Broad¬ 
way’s legends. ▼

say this lightly.) 

The miniatures of Carnaval 
are as finely detailed and distinc¬ 
tively characterized as Pollini’s 
fantasias, and the same rhythmic 
freedom obtains. The sheer elas¬ 
ticity of the playing is spell-bind¬ 
ing, but you simultaneously know 
that if you could break the spell 
(but who’d want to?) and use 
state-of-the-art measuring de¬ 
vices, the rhythms would parse to 
the nanosecond. For me, the end¬ 
less marvel of Kissin’s playing at 
its best, as here, is the sense that 
he is not touching keys or strings, 
but simply drawing the sound out 
of the piano like sonic taffy. 

It’s the Sonata, however, that 
confirms this is no mere mortal. 
Kissin sees its architecture from a 
place so lofty that its every hair¬ 
pin turn (and gargoyle) has a 
crystal-clear context. Schumann’s 
formal works can be hard to “get.” 
Kissin does all the work for you, 
so there’s little else to get but 
thunderstruck. 

Meanwhile, Martha Argerich 

— another musician who touches 
down on Earth only long enough 
to re-oxygenate, and a nutcase so 
right for Schumann that her 
recordings, particularly of Kreisle- 
riana, have attained classic status 

— is the center of a new EMI re¬ 
lease of live Schumann chamber- 
works, many of them seldom 
heard, and none of them heard as 
performed here (in 1994!) For all 
her feral intensity as a soloist, she’s 
the most supple of ensemble mu¬ 
sicians, and it’s her inner fire, 
rather than the licking flames of 
her solo performances, that 
wrings the performances it does 
from colleagues. The inner glow 
of the Piano Quintet, Op. 44, 
makes it a performance for the 
ages, and, while all of the fare is 
terrific, the late Marchenbilder, 
Op. 113, with violist Nobuko 
Imai, bring the CD to an unfor¬ 
gettable close. T

I ear 2002 marked the centen¬ 
nial of the birth of Richard 
Rodgers. Through his col¬ 
laborations with two fellow-grad¬ 
uates of Columbia University, 
Lorenz Hart and Oscar Hammer- 
stein II, the New York-born com¬ 
poser created a treasure chest of 
music for Broadway and film syn¬ 
onymous with What is great about 
the American popular musical. 

Among the finest releases to cel¬ 
ebrate Rodgers’ birth is Bernadette 
Peters Loves Rodgers & Hammer- 
stein (Angel). Offering a stingy 45 
minutes of music, its 13 selections 
spice standard Rodgers & Ham- 
merstein fare with a few lesser- 
known selections. The disc even in¬ 
cludes “Something Good,” com¬ 
posed for the film version of The 
Sound of Music after Himmer- 
stein’s death, for which Rodgers 
supplied both music and lyrics. 

No texts are supplied, and for 
good reason. Bernadette Peters’ un¬ 
forced enunciation is so clear that 
one comprehends meaning as if the 
lyrics were being projected on a 


screen before the listener. Were only 
the recording quality, which pre¬ 
sents Peters as an obviously miked, 
one-dimensional cut-out pasted 
over a three-dimensional orchestra, 
as satisfying as her delivery. 

The Peters voice remains a 
marvel. Her forward production, 
which she shares with such great 
artists as Frank Sinatra and Tony 
Bennett, allows her to vocalize 
from top to bottom of her range 
without resorting to the frequent¬ 
ly hard-to-understand, resonant 
head tones of the classical artist. 
She also possesses an immense in¬ 
telligence and wide range of ex-

Stalking Schumann 


Three piano giants tackle difficult keyboard music on CD

' f all the piano music that 
8 || makes difficulty the point — 
Liszt, Busoni - Schumann is 
the hardest. His piano music typi¬ 
cally makes substantial technical 
demands, but the real problems 
are always ones of interpretation. 
Horowitz’s famous claim that the 
piece that always gave him the hee¬ 
bie-jeebies was not the power¬ 
house Liszt Sonata but Schu¬ 
mann’s “Traumerei” (a simple 
“children’s piece”) rings true. Long 
before it went south, Schumann’s 
mind was one of the most mercu¬ 
rial around, and following its 
twists and turns has always been a 
particular hell — if a singularly re¬ 
warding one — for pianists. 

Three of today’s piano giants 
— all of strikingly different tem¬ 
peraments — have made Schu¬ 
mann CDs recently. All of them 
turn out to be wonderful — and 
weird only in how unerringly in 
the groove they are. 


At the top of the small heap is 
Maurizio Pollini’s new CD of 
Schumann’s Kreisleriana (DG; his 
first recording of the work that I 
know), plus the very early Allegro 
in B minor, Op. 8, and the very 
late Gesange der Friihe, Op. 133. 
As the cover photo makes clear, 
the always sly Pollini has — al¬ 
most without anyone’s noticing 
— become one of today’s wise old 
men of the piano. I remember 
when that’s almost all there were: 
wise old pianists, with a few whip¬ 
per-snappers, like Pollini, crack¬ 


ing their knuckles in the wings. 
But Pollini, one of the instru¬ 
ment’s acknowledged master 
technicians from the moment of 
his debut, has also proved one of 
the most trenchant of inter¬ 
preters, further blessed with a 
keen sense of the right repertoire 
for him. Count Schumann among 
the central Pollini composers. 

I could make a fair list of 
works for which I reach for Polli¬ 
ni’s CDs first. Even so, there’s al¬ 
ways been something on the verge 
of the ferocious in the work of 
this singular musician — as intel¬ 
lectually as he is artistically bril¬ 
liant — that can be as scary as it is 
thrilling, and sometimes down¬ 
right cold. 

I literally stalked this new 
Kreisleriana, circling it for a cou¬ 
ple of months (a shorter time 
than critics currently wait for re¬ 
view copies) before buying it. My 
fear was simply that, with his 
Olympian perspective and Besse¬ 
mer steel technique, Pollini might 
make too much of this delicious 


set of seven “Fantasias.” I’m lis¬ 
tening to it as I write — God talks, 
I scribble — because it’s hard to 
believe what I’m hearing. This 
may be the only Kreisleriana I take 
off the shelf from now on. 

Pollini swallows each of the 
seven movements in a single gulp, 
leaving the listener breathless in 
the process. I’ve, never before 
heard such a propulsive thrust in 
the first fantasia, but Pollini’s clar¬ 
ity of texture is so phenomenal 
that Schumann’s cross-rhythms 
emerge a thing of sport, not effort, 
and the lyrical mid-section has 
just the right ache. Throughout, 
the movements are marvels of as¬ 
tute characterization, the rhythms 
remarkably free and utterly right, 
phrase by coruscating phrase. But 
all this is to get lost in technical 
considerations, when the sine qua 
non of a great Kreisleriana is en¬ 
chantment. I’ve never heard one 
with more abundant personality 
and variety, and the feeling I took 
away from it was more its chang¬ 
ing the way I hear than of my 
hearing new things in the piece. 

Flanking it with Schumann’s 
first and last solo piano works is 
typically masterful Pollini pro¬ 
gramming. The Allegro wins a 
powerful performance, the “Songs 
of Dawn” an emotionally shatter¬ 
ing one. There’s not a hint of 
overstatement, but rather an un¬ 
dercurrent of sadness — more 
particularly, innocence lost but re¬ 
membered — that Pollini cap¬ 
tures with an emotional direct¬ 
ness as remarkable as the playing. 

Carnival rites 

Evgeny Kissin, an artist made 
of such rare stuff that he’s barely 
an Earthling (I had a breakfast 
with him I’ll tell you about when 
you’re older), is similarly suscepti¬ 
ble to elevations that suggest 
aloofness. But when everything’s 
right (which it isn’t always in the 
studio), he, too, can bring the 
stone tablets down from the 
mountain. His new RCA CD of 
Schumann’s Carnaval, Op. 9, and 
Piano Sonata No. 1, Op. 11, also 
trumps the competition.

Elliot Goldenthal's ' Frida'

exico has inspired many 
^ t I ' American composers, in¬ 
cluding Paul Bowles and 
Aaron Copland. Copland’s pupil 
Alex North, who first visited that 
country in 1939 as pianist/music 
director of Anna Sokolow’s dance 
troupe, wrote three groundbreak¬ 
ing Mexico-based film scores, for 
Kazan’s Viva Zapata! (1952), 
Robert Parrish’s Wonderful Coun¬ 
try (1959), and Huston’s Under 
the Volcano (1984). Now Elliot 
Goldenthal (born in 1954) joins 
this select group, with his striking 
music for director Julie Taymor’s 
biopic Frida. 

Goldenthal’s long association 
with Taymor has produced scores 
for the stage, like Juan Darien: A 
Carnival Mass (1988), and screen, 
like Titus (1999). Goldenthal’s 
work in Frida shows that his fas¬ 
cination with non-American mu¬ 
sical cultures remains as keen as 
ever. His ballet score for Lar 
Lubovitch’s Othello (1997), for ex¬ 
ample, featured his over-the-top 
versions of Italian dance forms. It 
was also purposefully strident, 
and harmonically dense. 

His score for Frida (UMG 
Soundtracks) takes a completely 
different approach. As the com¬ 
poser says in his CD booklet 


notes, “The few times I tried to 
reach for more complex harmony 
and structure, the movie kicked 
me out with pointy Mexican 
boots.” Goldenthal’s more-or-less 
simple music in Frida gives Tay¬ 
mor’s baroque yet very conven¬ 
tional picture (albeit goosed with 
digitally-produced fantasy se¬ 
quences) great emotional vibran¬ 
cy and dramatic color. 

Goldenthal’s thematic materi¬ 
al is Mexico-inflected, and his or- 
chestrational choices are brilliant 
and evocatively used: small Mexi¬ 
can guitar ( vihuela ), classical gui¬ 
tar, Mexican bass guitar ( guitar - 
ron ), accordion, Mexican harp, 
marimba, and glass harmonica. 
These make colorful appearances 
throughout the score. A cue like 
“The Floating Bed,” which is in a 
vigorously syncopated rhythm, 
uses most of these instruments, as 
well as a hammered dulcimer and 
hand-clapping. “Solo Tu,” howev¬ 
er, is a slow sexy dance, for just a 
few guitars and probably synthed 
strings. 

His vocal-writing is also extra¬ 
ordinary, and it’s given extraordi¬ 
narily expressive performances by 
the Mexican singer Lila Downs in 
the tango song “Alcoba Azul” 
(“The Blue Room,” lyrics by 
Hernan Bravo Varela). Her deliv¬ 
ery here has a straight-from-the- 
heart rawness, and contrasts per-

fectly with the great Brazilian 
composer-singer Caetano Veloso’s 
cool and sweet approach in Gold- 
enthal’s end-title song “Burn It 
Blue” (“Quememesla en Azul,” 
lyrics Taymor). I should also men¬ 
tion the Costa Rican singer 
Chavela Vargas, who’s fiercely ten¬ 
der and fiercely tough in Tomas 
Mendez’s torch song “Paloma 
Negra,” and the stunning use of 
Mexican groups like Los Cojolites 
singing their own music. Golden¬ 
thal’s original score complements 
and augments them perfectly, and 
stands proudly on its own. It mir¬ 
rors the excitability of the charac¬ 
ters and their soap opera antics, 
and gives them depth and hu¬ 
manity. I’m sorry to say that Tay¬ 
mor, with all of her fancy tricks 
(and totally predictable script), 
doesn’t seem capable of doing the 
same. He makes us care, she does¬ 
n’t. T

pression, enabling her to make the 
totally believable, chameleon-like 
transition from innocent damsel 
to world-wise dame. 

The voice is not perfect, how¬ 
ever. There are a few moments of 
hoarseness, and an occasional 
wobble which mars the final note 
of “Something Wonderful” from 
The King and I, and distracts on 
the challenging “You’ll Never 
Walk Alone” from Carousel. Some 
tracks sound effortful, suggesting 
that the singer has to work harder 
than in years past to achieve her 
goals. Nonetheless, achieve them 
she does, creating several rendi¬ 
tions so outstanding that they will 
be remembered for years to come. 


One distinct highlight is “If I 
Loved You” from Carousel. Over 
beautiful orchestral arpeggios by 
the superb arranger Jonathan Tu- 
nick, Peters sings with fetching in¬ 
nocence and purity. She has to 
push a bit to deliver the strong, 
high climax, but her very weakness 
makes for a uniquely vulnerable 
and touching performance. And 
when Peters does not have to de¬ 
liver high notes with as much 
force, as in “Mister Snow” from the 
same musical, the beauty of the 
voice, combined with her memo¬ 
rable introduction, creates a per¬ 
formance that warms the heart. 

Peters also offers a savvy “The 
Gentleman is a Dope” from Alle¬ 
gro. Given music that lies lower in 
the voice, she puts her little-girl 
tone aside, singing with such 
smarts as to leave no question as 


to who knows what. 

Another marvel is “There is 
Nothin’ Like a Dame” from South 
Pacific. Intended for male voices, 
this premier rendition from a 
woman’s perspective takes on a 
whole new meaning in Peters’ 
throat. It’s a kick. 

There are a few duds. Written 
for basso Ezio Pinza, “Some En¬ 
chanted Evening” from South Pa¬ 
cific is sung in too pop a style to 
convince. And by (wisely) avoiding 
the concluding high note, Peters 
minimizes the song’s impact. She 
also has some difficulty with the 
phrasing of “Something Wonder¬ 
ful” from The King and I, and loses 
the essential lilt of “Out of My 
Dreams” from Oklahoma! Despite 
such blemishes, the winners on 
this disc are so outstanding as to 
make it an essential purchase. ▼

Witnessing 'El Crimen del Padre Amaro'

e sits like a schoolboy 
about to take a test, who 
1 1 later expects a treat, per¬ 
haps a movie. Long lashes are 
masked behind granny glasses, 
straight black hair sweeps above 
his right eye, a slightly crooked 
bottom row of teeth suggest mid¬ 
dle-class but not fussy parents, no 
braces. A Mexico City boyhood, 
the awesome sight of Pinocchio 
and Snow White on the big screen, 
and later, a love of fantasy and a 
talent for drawing would be his 
portal into adult filmmaking. 

Director Carlos Carrera’s stu¬ 
dious good looks mask an artistic 
drive that has produced Mexico’s 
biggest box office smash since Y 
Tu Mama Tambien. El Crimen del 
Padre Amaro rubbed a raw nerve 
in conservative Catholics, who pe¬ 
titioned President Vincente Fox to 
ban it. The film also touches a 
kind of third rail in his country’s 
turbulent history: the rights, the 
power and the wickedness of 
priests. Padre Amaro provides yet 
another bravura role for Mexico’s 
leading heartthrob, Gael Garcia 
Bernal, who starred in Tu Mama 
and Amores Perros. 

Bernal is not the only reason to 
see Padre Amaro, but he’s a damn 
good one. Like his American con¬ 
temporaries Tobey Maguire and 
Jake Gyllenhaal, Bernal lets a 
facade of dewy-eyed innocence 
conceal a talent that can freely 
cross the slippery slopes between 
irony and sincerity. When Bernal, 
as newly frocked priest Father 
Amaro, arrives in a provincial 
Mexican town, everybody he 
meets has a naughty secret. By 
film’s end, Father Amaro has the 
naughtiest secret of them all. 

With its scenes of a cell phone- 
wielding bishop barking orders 
from his bathtub, a daffy old 
witch feeding communion wafers 
to her cat, and the joys of sex with 
a virgin, El Crimen del Padre 
Amaro is a funny if textbook ac¬ 
count of how the Church has al¬ 
ways conducted its most impor¬ 
tant business. 

Shocked at the fuss being 
made over his leading man, Car¬ 
rera says the casting was a no- 
brainer. “When we completed the 
screenplay, we gave it to Gael, and 
Gael wasn’t so famous as now. He 
was studying at the London 
School of Theatre. He liked the 
story. The reason why I chose 
him: he has this versatility. He can 
be the more innocent, angelic 
character; and he also has this evil 
in his eyes.” 

Carrera explains that Bernal is 
a method actor who works his 
magic from the inside. He says the 
film’s wonderfully layered story¬ 
telling was achieved partially by 
first rehearsing the many subplots

as if each were a separate film. 

While the priest/altar boy 
scandal still rocking the American 
Catholic Church took Carrera 
completely by surprise, he says the 
sparks for the controversy are 
found in the 19th-century Por¬ 
tuguese satirical novel that is the 
basis for his film. 

“The imposition of celibacy to 
the priests is exactly the same as 
100 years ago. This allowed me to 
build a love story that ends tragi¬ 
cally, because of these absurd im¬ 
positions of the Catholic Church. 
It also gave me the possibility to 
talk about the priests, these char¬ 
acters that I knew when I was a 
kid in Catholic school. They were 
always far away, they were kind of 
mysterious, they were hiding their 
human nature.” 

It is the very human nature of 
priests that fascinates Carrera. 
“The priests must have the right 
to have a family, and the right to 
say what they are thinking, and 
this is not respected in Catholic 
religion.” 

He notes that while the origi¬ 
nal novel’s tale of a priest ruining

a virgin remains at the heart of 
the film, he and screenwriter Vi¬ 
cente Lenero had fun adding 
some modern touches, including 
the contemporary Church’s reluc¬ 
tance to embrace so-called libera¬ 
tion theology. “We introduced the 
subject of narcs and drug-dealing, 
the subject of the guerrilla, and 
the priest working with the poor 
people.” 

Carrera smiles recalling that 
extras recruited to be church 
faithful believed that Bernal, play¬ 
ing a priest, was an actual priest 
celebrating mass. Bernal’s Father 
Amaro may fool even more so¬ 
phisticated filmgoers at first. 
Asked why he was attracted to the 
misadventures of this wicked 
priest, Carrera pauses, his slender 
fingers rubbing at his eyes, his lips 
debating a grin. “This is a film 
about hypocrisy, not only in 
Catholic Church, but also in Mex¬ 
ican society. 

“I wanted to make a film about 
corruption, moral fault, and how 
somebody can kill something he 
loves because of his ambition. I’m 
very interested in weak characters. 
I don’t like the strong, perfect 
characters, so I try to get inside 
the weakness of Father Amaro.” 

Carrera notes that just as Amer¬ 
ican Catholics are rejecting the 
power of the bishops, many peas¬ 
ants of Indian descent are dump¬ 
ing the Catholic Church in favor of 
non-hierarchical Protestant sects 
like the Pentacostals. “They feel that 
the Catholic Church has betrayed 
them, that these new religions have 
more to do with their everyday life, 
so they are saying goodbye to 
Catholicism.” T

Lawrence Pech Dance Co. at YBC

nyone who thinks that clas¬ 
sical ballet, with its codified 
technique, makes the act of 
dance-making cut and dry, a mat¬ 
ter of choosing the music and the 
proper steps to go with it, should 
sneak into a rehearsal sometime. 
In the studio, one quickly realizes 
that the simplest partnering se¬ 
quences require multiple decisions 
on hand placement, momentum 
and transition, and a piece with a 
half-dozen dancers multiplies the 
possibilities in any given moment 
to a maddening degree. 

In the midst of all this, at a re¬ 
cent rehearsal, Lawrence Pech re¬ 
mained not only calm, but smil¬ 
ing. It seemed more like a friend¬ 
ly class than one of the last 
chances to get things ironed out 
before his company’s opening 


night at Yerba Buena Center on 
Nov. 21. They were working on 
Movement 13 in his 15-part pre¬ 
miere, Angels: Fallen and Other¬ 
wise, and a complex sequence of 
lifts involved much rehearsal 
time. Nevertheless, Pech answered 
question after question, repeated 
phrases that needed to be re¬ 
arranged spatially, offered indi¬ 
vidual tips and clarifications, even 
stripped off his sweatshirt to 
dance full-out as an efficient way 
to demonstrate what, exactly, he 
was asking for. 

Finally he said, “Let’s try this 
part with music,” walked over to 
the stereo, and hit the ‘play’ but¬ 
ton. Suddenly, there were swirling 
movements, traveling lifts, skilled 
partnering and drama. Bingo. The 
section ended, and even the 
dancers were smiling. Everything 
had come together except for a 
particular lift at the very end, 


Soundtracks 
of the season

T he Best of Bond ... James 
Bond (MGM Music/Capi¬ 
tol), a collection of movie 
theme songs, improves on a simi¬ 
larly titled 1999 domestically re¬ 
leased collection by three tracks. 
Released as it is shortly before the 
arrival of Die Another Day (fea¬ 
turing Madonna as a fencing in¬ 
structor!), the 20th James Bond 
theatrical movie, the collection is 
a reminder of British superspy 
007’s enduring appeal. From Sean 
Connery to George Lazenby, 
Roger Moore to Timothy Dalton 
to Pierce Brosnan, James Bond 
has been an object of desire for 
men and women, heating up the 
Cold War and kicking the bad 
guys’ asses for 40 years. 

John Barry, the man who com¬ 
posed the original “James Bond 
Theme” (from Dr. No), had a 
hand in writing more than a 
dozen of the Bond movie themes, 
including “Goldfinger,” “You Only 
Live Twice” and “Diamonds Are 
Forever.” The drag community is 
familiar with the Barry composi¬ 
tions, which include overly dra¬ 
matic numbers sung by Shirley 
Bassey (who did three), Nancy 
Sinatra, Gladys Knight, Rita 
Coolidge and Lulu. Efforts to 
make Bond songs cool to younger 
filmgoers consisted of theme 
songs performed by Paul McCart¬ 
ney & Wings, Carly Simon, Duran 
Duran, Tina Turner, Sheryl Crow 
and Garbage. My only complaint 
with this collection is that I can’t 
understand why they didn’t as¬ 
semble the songs chronologically, 
which would have been a more 
entertaining way to chart the 
course of the James Bond themes. 

It’s fascinating how many of 
the songs on the compilation 
Memorable Songs: Paramount Pic¬ 
tures’ 90th Anniversary (Colum¬ 
bia/Legacy/Sony Music Sound- 
trax) have either been honored 
with Oscars or are affiliated with 
Oscar-winning movies. Academy 
Award-winning songs include 
“Things Have Changed” by Bob 
Dylan (Wonder Boys), “Up Where 
We Belong” by Jennifer Warnes 


and Joe Cocker {An Officer and a 
Gentleman), “My Heart Will Go 
On” by Celine Dion {Titanic), 
“Take My Breath Away” by Berlin 
{Top Gun) and “Flashdance ... 
What a Feeling” by Irene Cara 
( Flashdance ), both co-written by 
Giorgio Moroder. 

Recordings of Music for Film 
(Warp) presents another side of 
actor and filmmaker Vincent 
Gallo. The 29 tracks are from four 
films, included his critically ac¬ 
claimed 1998 film Buffalo 66, in 
which he co-starred with Christi¬ 
na Ricci, Angelica Houston and 
Ben Gazzara. 

Sweet release 

Soundtracks to movies cur¬ 
rently in release include Sweet 
Home Alabama (Hollywood), 
which maintains a Southern lilt on 
Jewel’s cover of Lynyrd Skynyrd’s 
title song, “Gonna Make You Love 
Me” by Ryan Adams, “To Think I 
Used To Love You” by good ole 
boy Uncle Kracker, The Calling’s 
cover of Georgia Satellites’ South¬ 
ern boogie tune “Keep Your Hands 
to Yourself,” and Sheryl Crow’s 
reading of Hank Williams’ “Long 
Gone Lonesome Blues.” Jackass 
The Movie (American) is as goofy 
as the movie premise itself, with 
selections from current cult faves 
Andrew W.K., Sahara Hotnights 
and CKY, and vintage artists the 
Rezillos, the Ramones and Min- 
utemen. 

Standing in the Shadows of Mo¬ 
town (Hip-O/Motown) and Moon¬ 
light Mile each take a different ap¬ 
proach to the retro material on their 
respective discs, while Music In¬ 
spired by BaadAsssss Cinema: The 
Sounds ofBlaxploitation (TVT/IFC) 
will have you reaching for the Afro 
pick and the pimp gear. 

My Big Fat Greek Wedding is 
the sleeper hit of the year, and its 
soundtrack (Play-Tone/Colum- 
bia/Legacy/Sony Music Sound- 
trax) has a few surprises of its 
own. Aside from the traditional 
selections performed by Greek 
artists, the original score com¬ 
posed by Chris Wilson and 
Alexander Janko provides some

which they promptly repeated 
until that, too, was danced to 
everyone’s satisfaction. 

For the audience in the theatre, 
it’s always the big picture, with cos¬ 
tumes, lighting and music actually 
masking, in a way, the essence of 
any dance. For the dancers and 
choreographer, however, it’s one 
moment at a time, a series of de¬ 
tails, chances, feelings and victories 
as complex as DNA. The richness 
of the experience, for them, is part¬ 
ly in the challenge, to be called 
upon to perform such endlessly in¬ 
tricate physical variations. 

And to move people’s hearts in 
the process. 

“Abstract ballets are not 
enough for me anymore,” said 
Pech. “I need to be moved in some 
direction by narrative, character, 
motivation, plot..He’s also mo¬ 
tivated, to a great extent, by 
music. Pech studied composition 
at the San Francisco Conservato¬ 
ry after a tumor was discovered to 
be destroying his vertebrae, and 
he became a cancer patient and 
ex-dancer at 30, four months after 
he had been promoted to Princi¬ 
pal Dancer with the San Francisco 
Ballet, in 1990. “Cancer kicked my 
butt,” he said, “but it made me say, 
‘What’s important?”’ 

Reaching out 

Pech met fellow Conservatory 
graduate Kurt Erickson, who ap¬ 
proached him after seeing a per¬ 
formance. The piece which be-, 
came Angels: Fallen and Otherwise 
was written for chamber orches¬ 



tral ensemble, a chorus of 16-plus 
boy sopranos, and will be per¬ 
formed live at Yerba Buena this 
Thursday through Sunday. Pech’s 
company was intended to provide 
exactly this kind of creative col¬ 
laboration. Founded in 1995, 
Pech has shared the choreograph¬ 
ing responsibilities with others 
from the outset, always looking 
for local talent before reaching be¬ 
yond. His career started at Amer¬ 
ican Ballet Theatre, and he travels 
as a teacher and choreographer 
throughout the country, as well as 
serving as Ballet Master and reg¬ 
ular choreographer for SF Opera 
for the last five seasons. 

Pech’s company has enjoyed 
critical and popular success, but 
the death of his partner, Bruce 
Torell, among other factors, 
caused the group to take a year’s 
hiatus. Now, they’re back, with 
world premieres, and, for Pech, an 
appropriate subject matter, angels. 

“My friends say, Larry’s going 
through a dark period. I spent a 
year researching angels, but I 


wanted to talk about the good as 
well as the evil in all of us.” With a 
little help from Joseph Harris, the 
librettist for SF Ballet, they came 
up with the concept of tourists 
stranded in the desert. 

Life and death come down to 
the possession of water. The devil 
is the van driver, dancers are pos¬ 
sessed, and the piece offers light¬ 
ness as well as dark. The dancers 
include a newlywed couple and a 
trio of singers. “We pretend to be 
certain people, who people think 
we are,” Pech said, describing 
himself as well as the characters in 
his piece. “After five days in the 
desert, they start to lose the exte¬ 
rior. It comes down to basic 
human needs, like water — which 
may bring out the goodness of 
sharing, or make you ugly.” 

Other works on the program in¬ 
clude premieres by two frequent 
San Francisco Ballet choreogra¬ 
phers, Val Caniparoli and Julia 
Adam. The world premiere by Ca¬ 
niparoli, “Boink,” features the bach¬ 
elor-pad sounds of composer Jean 
Garcia Esquivel, while a company 
premiere, “The Medium is the Mes¬ 
sage,” choreographed by Adam, is a 
trio for two women, a man, and the 
sofa that comes between them, set 
to the bluesy jazz music of compos¬ 
er Brian Carson. ▼

on this journey with her.” 

Cahoon was originally hired to 
play Hedwig once a week to give 
Mitchell a break, and to land this 
part-time role he had to quit The 
Lion King, in which he created the 
role of Ed the hyena. 

“A lot of people couldn’t be¬ 
lieve I would leave this huge 
Broadway success to go down¬ 
town to make $400 a week, and I 
said, ‘Are you nuts? This is a once- 
in-a-lifetime opportunity to bring 
my Hedwig to life, and to find the 
Hedwig in me.”’ 

After Cameron left to work on 
the screen version, Cahoon took 
over the role full-time. And he re¬ 
turned on short notice when the 
curious casting of Ally Sheedy as 
Hedwig went awry and she was 
encouraged to leave the show. He 
wasn’t about to reveal any back- 
stage gossip over the messy affair. 

“What was really good about 
Ally’s performance,” he did say,

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ent direction, because you did not 
know what was going to happen 
next. That’s something that I try to 
capture in my performance, too. 
Are we going to make it through 
this evening all in one piece?” 

Rodeo circuit 

Cahoon, 31, has been a per¬ 
former most of his life. His father 
and other members of his family 
were rodeo performers, and he 
joined in as a kid as one of the 
clowns who performed between 
the stunts. By age 9, he had an 
agent and was appearing in com¬ 
mercials. Two years later, he was 
onstage at Houston’s Theatre 
Under the Stars playing young 
Patrick opposite Marilyn Maye in 
Marne. And then, at 13, came his 
Star Search triumph, singing that 
unmentionable song. 

“Growing up in Texas,” he said, 
“I certainly had my share of ‘fag’ 
and ‘nerd,’ and I was roughed up a 
few times by the jocks or whoever. 
I was the weird theater kid, but 
when I was the grand champion 
teen vocalist on Star Search, that 
changed a lot of that.” 

Despite his family’s rope-and- 
denim background, his parents 
were only supportive of his theatri¬ 
cal passions, and apparently had no 
problem that their only child was 


gay. “My grandmother knows all 
the words to the Hedwig songs, my 
dad has seen the show a number of 
times, and my mother is a huge fan 
and will be coming out to see the 
show in San Francisco.” 

She will be seeing a different 
Hedwig from the one she has seen 
before. “The producers hired 
Jason Eagan, who is a hip, cool, 
up-and-coming director, to put 
his spin on it,” Cahoon said. 
“There’s a whole new look for 
Hedwig.” 

The show is also localized to 
each city it plays. In San Francis¬ 
co, Hedwig’s former love and cur¬ 
rent nemesis, superstar rocker 
Tommy Gnosis, is playing Pac Bell 
Park. She follows him from city to 
city, playing nearby second-rate 
venues, and this brings her to the 
Victoria Theatre in the Mission. 

“There’s a lot of improvising,” 
Cahoon said, “and that’s part of 
the danger. There’s a lot of histo¬ 
ry in the Victoria Theatre that we 
have researched. And Mission and 
16th. You’ve got great material just 
standing on the corner.” ▼

Several movies from the sum¬ 
mer and early fall are now avail¬ 
able as DVD and home video re¬ 
leases. The soundtrack to The 
Road to Perdition (Decca), with 
music by Thomas Newman, cap¬ 
tures the spirit of the movie in 
which Tom Hanks surprised 
many of his fans by playing a De¬ 
pression-era hitman. For some¬ 
thing completely different, Blue 
Crush (Virgin) supplies the tunes 
by N.E.R.D., Beth Orton, Nikka 
Costa, Zero 7 and Doves for the 
female surfer flick. 

Openly gay DJ, producer and 
songwriter Tony Moran is respon¬ 
sible for writing or co-writing 
more than half of the music on 
the soundtrack to the gay-themed 
movie Circuit (Emerge/Centaur). 
The majority of tracks are dance- 
oriented numbers, with a couple 
of ballads and a mood-setting in¬ 
strumental thrown in for good 
measure. 

In keeping with the Louisiana 
vibe of the movie, award-winning 
album producer T-Bone Burnett 
(O Brother, Where Art Thou?) pre¬ 
sents a gumbo of Cajun-spiced 
tunes, blues, jazz standards and 
traditionals in new and old ver¬ 
sions on Divine Secrets of the Ya-Ya 


Sisterhood (DMZ/Columbia/Sony 
Music Soundtrax). The sound¬ 
track is better than the movie. 

The Divine Secrets soundtrack 
isn’t the only one with a Southern 
accent. Sunshine State - Music by 
Mason Daring (Daring Records) 
contains songs by well-known 
Southern artists Lucinda 
Williams, Jim Lauderdale and 
Lynyrd Skynyrd. It also features 
several brief but haunting original 
instrumentals, as well as “Skeeter 
Pie,” a song performed by Skeeter 
Meter, a character in the movie’s 
band, which was co-written by 
Daring and John Sayles. 

Oscar-winning composer John 
Williams returns with the score to 
Minority Report (DreamWorks), 
the futuristic flick starring Tom 
Cruise. Soundtracks have also be¬ 
come a place for cutting-edge 
artists to try their hand at some¬ 
thing different. The soundtrack by 
Jeff Tweedy for Ethan Hawke’s 
film Chelsea Walls (Rykodisc) is a 
good example. The man from 
Wilco wrote nine of the dozen 
tracks, and performs them with 
Glenn Kotche, part of Wilco, and 
with Billy Bragg (on the tradition¬ 
al tune “When the Roses Bloom 
Again”).

Before me sits a gently unassuming 
guy, Stefan Grygelko, soft-spoken 
and oddly plain in appearance and 
style, who you can tell has lived 
awhile in the fast lane, finally to re¬ 
cover his bearings. The name is 
Polish, but Grygelko says he moved 
here from Reykjavik in 1991. “My 
mother is Icelandic, so I’ve spent a 
lot of my life moving back and 
forth between the States and Ice¬ 
land. I was living in Reykjavik, and 
working at the art institute as a 
nude model, and just partying.” 

On the edge 

Grygelko was raised in the 
States, in Minnesota, New York 
and Boston, and he’d already 
done a partying stint in San 
Diego, where he spent a few years 
hanging out with punk rockers, 
transvestites and street people, 
surviving precariously. “I was 18, 
19,20, living on the streets, doing 
lots of drugs. I was pretty out¬ 
landish, pretty out there.” 

Back in Reykjavik, Grygelko 
kicked the drug habit, but contin¬ 
ued to drink a lot. “It’s a very in¬ 
tellectual town; everybody’s real¬ 
ly smart, so there’s a lot of art 
going on. But as far as the gay 
scene, there isn’t much of one. I 
was kind of bored with Iceland, 
and never felt like I fit in with the 
culture there, because I was most¬ 
ly American.” 

He had no desire to go to Cali¬ 
fornia again, but changed his 
mind after a girlfriend came back 
from visiting San Francisco, raving 
about how great it was and insist¬ 
ing they move there. “So I married 
her — she was a lesbian — so she 
could get a green card, and we 
moved here together in ’91.” 

Grygelko was immediately 
taken with the city’s queer arts sub¬ 
culture and fell in with the whole 
performing crowd, including the 
now-legendary Diet Popstitute, 
Klubstitute, and all those fun freaks. 
He hooked up with director/writer 
Tony Vaguely’s Sick and Twisted 
Players, and felt right at home. 

Grygelko “met everybody right 
away,” he says, “because I was dat¬ 
ing Jason Mecier, who was half of 
Enrique, the performance band, 
and I was living in a house full of 
radical faeries, with Steven 
Maxxine, Portia Manson, Lucille 
and Racine. They had a big house 
out on 9th Ave. in the Sunset. I 
was just very taken with it all.” 

Alas, Grygelko was not yet a 
performer, and at first managed to 
overcome stage fright by getting 
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20 — after some SF friends they 
were dining with clued the band 
into The Stud’s weekly drag freak 
show. A few phone calls later, and 
Gwen and Co. were being snuck 
through the back-alley entrance 
of the club, through the coat- 
check and behind the bar, where 
they all got free drinks while 
watching the club’s infamous 
midnight drag show. 

By all accounts, the band 
seemed to be enjoying themselves, 
as Gwen sucked down Stoli and 
cranberry, and cute drummer 
Adrian Young kept getting his 
butt pinched by a playful Heklina. 
“Don’t grab my pee-pee,” he said. 
“My wife’s here, and if she sees 
that, she’ll kick your ass.” To 
which Heklina replied, “Honey, 
I’ll kick her ass!” 

As soon as the show was over, 
the group immediately bolted, 
whisked away in waiting taxicabs, 
all without ever saying goodbye 
— or tipping the bartenders.

As the talent 
blossomed, the cover charges start¬ 
ed going up. Young, smart, sexy au¬ 
diences went crazy over the 
punk/anarchic scene, a refreshing 
break from the dried-up, old- 
school drag of yore. At Tran¬ 
nyshack, irreverence reigned, and 
party people came in droves. Had 
the club been on a Friday or Satur¬ 
day night, says Grygelko, “it would 
have died a long time ago, because 
it would have been so overrun with 
bridge-and-tunnel horrible peo¬ 
ple, you know what I mean?” 

Running Trannyshack as a 
tight ship has forced Heklina to 
clean up her own act. People think 
Trannyshack is loud, rude and ob¬ 
noxious, and they’re right, says 
Grygelko, but “the way it’s evolved, 
it’s very organized now. I don’t 
drink or get fucked up, so I’m very 
controlling of how it runs, and 
everybody around me is kind of 
getting fucked up and drinking, 
and sometimes it feels like I’m in 
charge of the asylum.” ▼ 


that really kind of clicked.” 

For whatever reason, perform¬ 
ers started clamoring to appear. 
Some carried the cachet of rock 
stars, including Darlin’, the Steve 


thoroughly drunk. “One time I 
did a Sick and Twisted show in a 
blackout. I don’t remember doing 
it. But that’s how it was back then, 
and it wasn’t too important to be 
sober. Now I can’t imagine doing 
a show fucked up.” 

Under one roof 

It was in this era that Grygelko 
began to dabble in drag. He met 
comedian/drag artist Pippi Love¬ 
stocking (Scott Free), and got a job 
at the Stud in 1995, first working 
security and coat check, then bar- 
tending. Heklina and Trannyshack 
were born when Grygelko and 
Pippi persuaded the Stud’s co¬ 
owners, Michael McElheny and Fi¬ 
esta, to let them do a series of ben¬ 
efits for Project Open Hand, called 
“Singing for Supper.” They would 
rent a karaoke machine, drag it 
into the Stud, and invite their 
friends to come and sing. Eventu¬ 
ally it became a weekly Tuesday- 
night club, and they dispensed 
with the karaoke and made it a lip- 
synch/performance club for the 
punk/queer generation. 

“I called it Trannyshack,” says 
Grygelko, “based on where Pippi 
was living at the time, with 
Chocolate, Ruby Tuesday and 
Bambi Lake under one roof, and 
whenever I would go over there I 
would say, oh, I’m going over to 
the tranny shack.” 

At the very first Trannyshacks, 
the performance line-up consisted 
of Heklina, Pippi and DJ Robbie D, 
and maybe a couple other people. 
They charged only a dollar to get 
in. The club didn’t take off right 
away, and Grygelko says, “Pippi 
kind of got bored with doing it 


with me, and when she left as my 
hostess and my sidekick, I just de¬ 
cided it would be fun to book dif¬ 
ferent hosts each week, and to have 
different themes every week. And

The magical Harry Hay fought for community and freedom 


Hooray for Harry! 

T he only time I met the grand wizard of the gay rights move¬ 
ment, Harry Hay, was sometime back in the early ’90s, at the 
Malibu Faerie Gathering, the only such gathering I’ve ever at¬ 
tended (not counting some great faerie parties in San Francisco), so 
I can’t say I knew him terribly well But when I sat with him at a 
table in the Camp Shalom dining hall, we had a one-on-one con¬ 
versation of the sort I imagine he must have had thousands of times 
during the course of his extraordinary life. We talked about the 
faeries as a cultural phenomenon, and he endeavored to explain to 
me what it was all about. The sense I got was one of great discov¬ 
ery: finally I had encountered a gay elder who not only was com¬ 
pletely unafraid to speak his desires and investigate the nature of his 
gay being, but was willing to put himself on the line to create the 
kind of conscious community that could nurture the best of our 
qualities, rather than marketing our sexuality for profit. 

This encounter came not long after I befriended another gay 
giant, David Brower, the famed founder and bold leader of the 
modem environmental movement, heir to the spirit of John Muir. 
Brower was 80 and in great form at the time, though he was still in 
the closet publicly about his sexuality. Privately, with many close 
friends, men were his favorite topic. I don’t know that Brower and 
Hay ever met, but they were kindred spirits, both elder statesmen 
in movements they had founded, both with a passionate love of 
men and nature, both advocates of shaping a healthy environment 
for ourselves and posterity. Their leaderships earned them count¬ 
less honors and worldwide fame, and both of their careers were 
hugely informed by their same-sex desires. 

But where Brower held his gayness privately, close to his vest, 
Hay held his cards out for all to see. He was unabashedly queer, and 
though he dearly loved all humanity, he could see clearly that his 
gay brethren in particular were in harm’s way, in desperate need of 
leadership and vision. Brower shaped a movement for all human¬ 
ity despite being gay; he wanted to save the earth, the oceans, the at¬ 
mosphere and all else for the common good, gays included; Hay 
shaped movements — the Mattachine Society; the Radical Faeries 
— that honored gay people specifically, especially as healers in so¬ 
ciety, as artists and citizens working to repair the damage done to 
the human spirit by bigotry and the military-industrial complex, as 
people able to think outside of mainstream boxes by virtue of their 
being out to the world about who they love. 

My encounter with Hay was fleeting, but he ignited my inner 
faerie spirit. I liked him. He talked, but he also listened. He seemed 
genuinely interested in me, what I might think and feel, but he 
made no attempt to overly impress me. He didn’t need to. He was 
the most powerful spiritual leader I’ve encountered apart from the 
Dalai Lama when he held a private audience with Brower aboard 
the Greenpeace Warrior, berthed in Rio De Janiero harbor for the 
1991 Earth Summit, when George Bush senior was there making 
sure industrial nations remained free to pound the global environ¬ 
ment into a pulp. Only the spiritual leaders fought back. 

In his deep love for gays, Hay was equally powerful, working 
tirelessly to create community — and to ensure we don’t get 
pounded to a pulp by bullies like Bush junior. Hay’s vigilance saved 
our asses many times over, and he deserves our tears of thanks. T

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First Ladies and 

What's up at San Francisco 


primitive forms 

galleries in November

H gf osfelt Gallery (430 
Clementina, tel. 415-495- 
% V 5454) is showing the too- 
clever paintings of Andrea Hig¬ 
gins, The Presidents’ Wives, until 
November 30. Local artist Higgins 
makes artworks that are magnifi¬ 
cations of fabric swatches. Hardly 
a fashion show, and certainly not 
the Smithsonian’s First Ladies’ 
Gowns, the Hosfelt installation 
consists of elegant abstractions, 
each of which represents a recent 
First Lady. “The clothes these 
women wear,” says the press re¬ 
lease, “reflect the social climate 
and political priorities of the ad¬ 
ministration of which they are a 


part.” 

Reading between the lines, we 
find a sort of minimalist meow 
going on in The Presidents’ Wives. 
Jackie is represented by three sep¬ 
arate colors and patterns, fashion 
maven that she was. Nancy Rea¬ 
gan is screaming red. Laura Bush 
is reduced to a swatch of that 
gawd-awful purple thing she wore 
to the Inauguration. (“After two 
terms in the White House, Hillary 
Clinton’s black power-suit is sur¬ 
rendering to Laura Bush’s color¬ 
ful tweeds,” a newspaper caption 
which inspired the artist pro¬ 
claimed.) Like the reductive 
monochrome panel paintings of 
Sherrie Levine, whose neutral col¬ 
ored panels represent an “average” 
of all the colors in a Monet or a 


Seurat, the paintings do not fully 
stand on their own, but rather re¬ 
quire explanation to be under¬ 
stood. In the case of The Presi¬ 
dents’ Wives, this case of “apostro¬ 
phe” may be a gimmick, but it’s a 
clever one. At the time that I visit¬ 
ed the gallery, only “Barbara” 
(Bush, Sr.) had not sold. What 
does this tell us about San Fran¬ 
cisco? 

Through December 7, Braun- 
stein/Quay Gallery (430 
Clementina, tel. 415-278-9850) 
has a backroom show of the 
paintings of Ernest J. Amaral. 
Never before exhibited, the works 
of the self-taught painter, who 
lives in Florida, provide a fortu¬ 
itously timed and neat comple¬ 
ment to the paintings at Hosfelt. 


The show, entitled, MOSAIC, An 
Homage to the Folk Art of Ancient 
Civilization, also echoes the prim¬ 
itive forms of the front-room ex¬ 
hibition of sculptures by Robert 
Brady. Like Higgins’ more sophis¬ 
ticated canvases of fabric patterns 
next door, Amaral’s canvases also 
comprise side-by-side strokes that 
add up to more than the sum of 
their parts.

Inspired by Roman and Paleo- 
Christian works in stone tesserae, 
Amaral’s mosaics are trompe-l’oeil 
acrylic paintings on canvas. 
Dionysus stares out of a tondo 
surround like a character in Felli¬ 
ni’s Satyricon. A Roman am¬ 
phitheater in ruins tweaks the 
time-space continuum of the an¬ 
cient format. (An ancient mosaic 
of a ruined Flavian theater?) Are 
they tongue-in-cheek ancient 
variations on Jeff Koons, or are 
they serious homages to the clas¬ 
sics? It’s hard to tell, but Amaral’s 
sense of design and color are se¬ 
cure, and a spirit of originality, 
rather than derivation, pervades 
works like his 34th Century Cru¬ 
saders, a bold faux-mosaic paint¬ 
ing in grays and blacks. 

Go 49ers 

At 49 Geary St., a run through 
the galleries before most of them 
change installations at the end of 
November will yield some of the 
following gems: 

Catherine Clark is showing re¬ 
cent work by Reuben Lorch- 
Miller, whose residency at Head¬ 
lands Center for the Arts has 
yielded such unlikely word art as 
his RULES series (e.g., “Remain 
Calm”) which, when taken out of 
the context of wariness about 
Marin mountain lions, is pretty 
funny. A dark room is filled with a 
video loop of a tunnel through 
which one proceeds and recedes 
endlessly (Termini, 2002);

Splendid large-scale color dig¬ 
ital prints by Andrew Moore, 
showing interiors and exteriors of 
contemporary Havana, at Robert 
Koch;

room. Formerly downtown Oak¬ 
land’s most cutting-edge art 
space, Oliveria is the space to 
watch at 49 Geary. 

SF Camerawork, at 1246 Fol¬ 
som St., is showing a painful se¬ 
ries of works by Daniel Joseph 
Martinez called Without Anesthe¬ 
sia or This Isn’t a Nice Neighbor¬ 
hood, through the end of the 
month. If current headlines do 
not provide enough anxiety in 
your life, take a look at the simu¬ 
lated pain and suffering in Mar¬ 
tinez’s photographs and installa¬ 
tions. “In order to heal a wound, 
sometimes you have to open it up 
to let the disease out,” the artist 
observes on Camerawork’s web¬ 
site. The LA-born artist, whose 
current exhibition premiered at 
the Museo Gilberto Gil in Mexico 
City, does not consider himself a 
photographer, according to the 
accompanying Camerawork Jour¬ 
nal article by curator Sharon Bliss, 
but an experimenter with various 
media. His images include one in 
which he appears to be pulling his 
own guts out through a slit in his 
torso. It’s an homage to Gustave 
Moreau’s “Prometheus.”

In a lighter, art-historical ref¬ 
erential mood, his “Self-Portrait 
#15, Seventeenth attempt to clone 
mental disorder,” or, “How one 
philosophizes with a hammer,” is 
a multiple Self-portrait a la Car¬ 
avaggio, showing the artist as both 
Salome and the head of John the 
Baptist. Many of the works, like a 
self-portrait with slashed throat, 
share this title, with a differing 
number. Beyond the shock value 
of his images, Martinez is serious¬ 
ly examining the role of photog¬ 
raphy in representations of reality 
and illusion. Truly innovative an- 
imatronic figures also populate 
Martinez’s world. Not for the 
squeamish.

' Sullivan's Travels' served up on DVD 


Criterion has let slip some real 
whoppers, and it’s unfortunate 
that their fact-checking doesn’t 
equal their exquisite attention to 


Sturges made a 
handful of great movies, but ex¬ 
aggeration of his name does not 
well serve his memory. ▼ 


Eight (1933) and Leo McCarey’s 
The Ruggles of Red Gap (1935). So 
much for the careers of Buster 
Keaton and Marie Dressier. 

Misjudgments such as Mc¬ 
Carthy’s go applauded or unchal¬ 
lenged all too often, as they fulfill a 
desire to pin superlatives on dead 
artists whose work still looks fresh. 
But the Sullivan's Travels DVD 
notes by McCarthy further inflate 
Sturges, noting that he deserves 
“eternal veneration as the first 
screenwriter to decisively break 
through as a director.” That’s just 
plain wrong. Edmund Goulding 
wrote screenplays for Richard 
Barthelmess, Dorothy Gish, 
George Arliss, Joan Crawford, 
William Powell and Edward G. 
Robinson before directing and/or 
writing huge successes at United 
Artists ( The Trespasser), MGM 
(The Broadway Melody, Grand 
Hotel) and Warner Bros. ( Dark 
Victory). All of Goulding’s afore¬ 
mentioned achievements hap¬ 
pened before The Great McGinty.

ollywood’s self-exams are 

| , usually dipped in acid: 

What Price Hollywood?, A 
Star is Born, Sunset Boulevard, The 
Bad and the Beautiful, The Big 
Knife, Two Weeks in Another Town, 
The Day of the Locust. Even The 
Player, for all its pointed humor, 
has murder on its mind. Preston 
Sturges’ well-regarded Sullivan’s 
Travels (1941), freshly restored in 
a characteristically pristine Crite¬ 
rion package, is something else. 
Sturges was no misanthrope. Un¬ 
like other Hollywood analyzers, 
he took glee in human misbehav¬ 
ior. Sullivan’s Travels is delighted 
by eccentricities, and is most often 
sweet-natured and funny. 

John L. Sullivan, a well-intend¬ 
ed big-time director played with 
straightforward honesty by Joel 
McCrea, desires to make a movie 
of poverty in American called O 
Brother, Where Art Thou? But he 
has never been for want, so he 
dons a hobo outfit from the cos¬ 
tume department and hits the 
rails. The suits are outraged, until 
they see it as a fantastic publicity 
stunt. Sullivan manages to ditch 
them, and then doubles his luck 
by meeting luscious Veronica 
Lake. From there, Sullivan’s Trav¬ 
els veers in the most unexpected 
directions, and our poor naive di¬ 
rector can’t imagine the horrors 
awaiting. 

Sullivan’s Travels is not Sturges’ 
best movie. It lacks the com¬ 
manding high'spirits of The Eddy 
Eve and The Palm Beach Story. But 
there is plenty to recommend, in¬ 
cluding the justly famous comic 
chase scene to end all comic chase 
scenes. Lake is fetching, and she 
clearly enjoys piling her platinum 
tresses in a cap to play a 
vagabond. McCrea is geologically 
handsome, but he suggests a vul¬ 
nerable little boy behind the solid 
exterior. There is also the trade¬ 
mark sharp dialogue, fast action 
and those grand supporting play¬ 
ers. One of the pleasures of a 
Sturges movie is the parade of 
oddballs, cranks, natty butlers, 
crass opportunists, lonely widows 
and assorted miscreants that 
weave in and out of nearly every 
scene, threatening to render the 
romantic leads irrelevant. 

Perhaps more than any other 
Sturges movie, Sullivan’s Travels 
commits itself to extreme changes 
in mood and tone. The chase 
scene, and Lake’s sped-up sprint 
through a backlot in hoop skirt 
* and bloomers, are pure slapstick. 
At the other extreme is a chain- 
gang sequence of shocking real¬ 
ism for 1941 Hollywood. When 
McCrea and Lake wander through 
a hobo camp, the tone shifts again 
into something close to what Sul¬ 
livan envisioned for O Brother, 
Where Art Thou? These are bold 
moves for writer-director Sturges, 
but not altogether successful. Per¬ 
haps on numerous viewings the 
lurching back and forth would be 
accepted, but Sullivan’s testimony 
suggesting that laughter is a high¬ 
er calling than social realism sticks 
in the craw. 

It’s, one thing to celebrate 
laughter, and to ponder the re¬ 
sponsibilities of the moviemaker, 
but Sturges puts us through a fair¬ 
ly hellish middle portion of the 
movie, with McCrea going so far 
as to pound a rock into someone’s 
head. With all that behind us, did 
Sturges think we could shrug it off 
and conclude that laughter really 


is the best medicine? Or is this his 
absolution from making “serious” 
pictures? Sturges’ methods and 
message leave me with a vague 
unease. 


Rise and fall 

Included in this rich DVD is 
Preston Sturges: The Rise and Fall 
of an American Dreamer, a 1989 
PBS documentary of his life and 
work. It’s edifying, if only as a les¬ 
son in how reputations are dis¬ 
torted. Todd McCarthy, Variety 
film critic, avows that The Great 
McGinty, Sturges’ first movie as 
writer-director released in 1940, 
was a watershed event in Holly¬ 
wood history. That’s debatable, 
but not half as suspect as his dec¬ 
laration that Sturges “introduced 
irony to screen comedy.” To buy 
that, one would have to believe 
that everyone pre-Sturges was ei¬ 
ther pathetically sincere or did not 
comprehend the fact that irony 
can be funny. So much for Ernst 
Lubitsch’s Trouble in Paradise 
(1932), George Cukor’s Dinner at

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Whirlwind sex tour

h, you’ll get your money’s 
5 worth with two recent Fal¬ 
con releases, which feature, 
as usual, some gorgeous guys hav¬ 
ing spectacularly performed sex. 
But even more than usual, both 
are so crammed with irrelevant, 
tedious, or just plain confusing 
story elements that scads of sex 
has gotten scuttled. Example: at 
the high point of No Way Out, the 
much-touted first-ever (on¬ 
screen) bottoming of star Billy 
Brandt is tossed off in eight 
minutes. And in the two- 
part Deep South, all but two 
of 10 scenes clock in at 
less than a quarter-hour. 

True, you can pack a 
lot of hair-raising sights 
into a dozen minutes. 

This is proven by the ex¬ 
hilarating 
slam-fuck 
that ex¬ 
plodes in 
approximately real-time when 
pricktease Tommy Brandt picks 
up Josh Weston in a bar, and gets 
thrown onto the rest room’s sink 
for a lust-driven ravaging. But 
that’s an exception. Both Tom 
Chase and Race Jenson get short 
shrift as a welcome when they re¬ 
turn to Falcon after long absences. 
Chase, whose beefing up has 
made his body more impressively 
handsome but left his face a pota¬ 
to dumpling, is thrown away in a 
backroom scene that dices his ef¬ 
forts with dialogue convolutions, 
while further diverting attention 
with some inexplicable action oc¬ 
curring across the room. And Jen¬ 
son, whom the intervening years 
have made not merely a well- but 
superbly-heeled daddy, gets a 
mere eight minutes to make the 
grand tour of enticing Aaron 
Parker. Watching these, and other 
scenes, is like one of those Gist of 
Europe tours: 10 Cities in Just 
Eight Days! Falcon has scheduled 
stop-offs at a flurry of front-rank 
stars, but hold on to your britch¬ 
es. You’ll hardly know if you’re 
cumming or going. 

Still. I enjoyed watching No 
Way Out in its new DVD format. 


The sound reproduction is fabu¬ 
lous (as is the music of E.M. 
Diaz), and the high-resolution 
picture is savory. Although it’s la¬ 
beled “Platinum Edition,” which I 
thought meant it had a commen¬ 
tary track, this one has only two 
not overly special Special Fea¬ 
tures. One, a previously unused 
scene with the-fairest-in-the-land 
Billy Brandt and Jeremy Jordan 
topping each other, is notable ba¬ 
sically for Billy’s incredible yelp¬ 
ing and squealing. Jeez, he’s re¬ 
sponsive. And the hard-core shots 
in the generous picture gallery are 
well-chosen. 

Head games 

The movie is a 
typically Fal- 

conesque story of 
kidnapped young 
cuties, held captive at 
a swank country estate 
and or¬ 
dered to 
have sex 
with the 
dour-faced henchmen who 
snatched ’em. Worse than having 
sex with their captors is that they 
must listen to Headmaster Travis 
Wade drone on endlessly about 
his adolescent sexcapades. Osten¬ 
sibly a turn-on for the sullen boys, 
the prurient stories actually seem 
to be inducing narcolepsy. Every¬ 
one’s pretty grim. What is it with 
these secret societies? They’ve kid¬ 
napped a bunch of babes, but are 
more dutiful than enthused about 
it. The boys — Colby Taylor, Matt 
Skyler, Karl Tenner and, wow, Je¬ 
remy Jordan — don’t put up any 
fuss, which made me think the 
kidnap bit might ultimately be re¬ 
vealed as a game they were play¬ 
ing. But since the story isn’t re¬ 
solved, it could have been pared 
way back so that the guys would 
have had more time, under less 
grim circumstances, to make out. 

It’s a full and tedious six min¬ 
utes before the first sex scene gets 
underway, but it’s a whopper. Je¬ 
remy Jordan rides Cameron Fox’s 
big dick like a steeplechase was 
going on, after some gag-alicious 
cocksucking. Fox’s lavish package 
and fine torso have never been 
laid out so scenically, and the 




nasty Jordan is one bottom who 
really works for his pay. Next, Jeff 
Palmer arrives in stormtrooper 
regalia (sans swastika) with his 
stiff dick poking through a full- 
dress uniform. It’s unintentional¬ 
ly comic. But with a genuinely 
abusive attitude and violative sex¬ 
uality, he mistreats a limply pas¬ 
sive Matt Skylar with some unfor¬ 
gettably ferocious fucking. This 
sort of cock mastery is Oscarwor¬ 
thy, but the scene’s SM elements 
are too glancing to be effective, 
and the impressive dildos scat¬ 
tered around are only set-dress¬ 
ing. 

Later on, Michel Mattel does 
the honor for Mr. Brandt’s cherry 
ass, and even though the sights 
come at you all too quickly, 
they’re stunning. Then the movie 
ends with all 12 guys in a swell 
group orgy that would be even 
more exciting if the camera 
would linger longer than a hiccup 
over each salacious detail. Anoth¬ 
er example of Falcon’s careless¬ 
ness with scenario: headmaster 
Wade has ordered his henchmen 
to bring him the cum of Mattel 
and Brandt in a shot glass. But is 
it used in any way to either 
launch or propel the final orgy? 
Of course not. Directed by John 
Rutherford. Next week: More on

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TV tunes

I t seems like every year there are 
more soundtracks associated 
with television shows. Some of 
them are as entertaining as the 
programs from which they are 
drawn, while others are exercises 
in corporate greed and excess. 

Probably the best TV sound¬ 
track is Music from Gilmore Girls 
(Warner Brothers/Rhino). Amy 
Sherman-Palladino and Daniel 
Palladino, the album compilers, 
include songs by the late Joey Ra- 
mone (his cover of “What a Won¬ 
derful World”), Black Box 
Recorder (the sardonic “Child 
Psychology”), Elastica (“Car 
Song”), PJ Harvey (“One Line”), 
XTC (“The Man Who Murdered 
Love”) and Bjork (“Human Be¬ 
havior”). Corny vintage pop 
songs by The Free Design (“I 
Found Love”) and sharpshooter 
Claudine Longet (a cover of The 
Beach Boys’ “God Only Knows”) 
sound great alongside $ongs by 
both John Lennon (“Oh My 
Love”) and Yoko Ono (“O’Oh”). 
Four “cues” by Sam Phillips, rang¬ 
ing from 14 to 29 seconds of 
music in length, punctuate the 
disc, reinforcing the soundtrack’s 
connection to the actual program. 
Newly recorded tracks by Phillips 
and a revised version of the classic 
“Where You Lead, I Will Follow,” 
performed, appropriately enough, 
by mother and daughter Carole 
King and Louise Goffin, make this 
the TV soundtrack of the year. 

As if Willow’s having a female 
lover weren’t enough to increase 
Buffy the Vampire Slayer’s queer 
following, they went ahead and 
did an all-singing, all-dancing 
musical episode. The original cast 
album (Mutant Enemy/Fox 
Music/ Rounder) is a wonderfully 
funny and fresh recording that re¬ 
veals many surprises, including 
the fact that Sarah Michelle Gel- 
lar (Buf^), Emma Caulfield 
(Anya), and Anthony Stewart 
Head (Giles) can carry a tune. Se¬ 
ries creator Joss Whedon’s origi¬ 
nal score and songs are a delight, 
destined for the stages in high 
school drama productions and 


drag shows worldwide. 

CSI: Crime Scene Investigation 
- The Soundtrack (Hip-O/UMG) 
walks a fine line between breaking 
the law and breaking new ground. 
The inclusion of John M. Keane’s 
score compositions “Investigation 
Suite” and “Grissom’s Overture” 
separates this 16-track soundtrack 
from some of the others, making 
it more than just another slapdash 
compilation of golden oldies and 
semi-hip new selections. The use 
of The Who’s “Who Are You?” as 
the show’s theme song works, 
since the crime scene investigators 
often attempt to uncover a vic¬ 
tim’s identity. 

Ozzy sans Harriet 

The Osbourne Family Album 
(Epic) contains music from the 
wildly successful MTV reality series 
about metal-god Ozzy Osbourne 
and his wacky family. Daughter 
Kelly’s remake of “Papa Don’t 
Preach” is as distinctive as you might 
expect, while son Jack, busy devel¬ 
oping bands at Epic, introduces us 
to Disillusion (“Mirror Image”). 
Wife and mother Sharon selected 
some romantic tunes (including 
Clapton’s “Wonderful Tonight”), 
while Ozzy himself performs a few 
songs. The disc is bracketed by Pat 
Boone and Ozzy’s versions of Os¬ 
bourne’s classic “Crazy Train.” 

Even though both TV series 
Felicity and Roswell have been 
canceled, Roswell: Original Televi¬ 
sion Soundtrack (Nettwerk Amer¬ 
ica) and Felicity: Senior Year (Net¬ 
twerk America) were released this 
year. The Roswell soundtrack does 
a much better job of establishing a 
mood — creepy and celestial. 

The lovely folks at TVT 
Records have been compiling tele¬ 
vision theme songs for years, be¬ 
ginning with 1986’s Televisions 
Greatest Hits. That’s what makes 
them the perfect record label to 
put out TV Guide: 50 All-Time Fa¬ 
vorite TV Themes (TVT). Begin¬ 
ning with I Love Lucy and ending 
with Six Feet Under, the compila¬ 
tions sums up the ’50s through 
the early part of the 21st century 
with the music to our favorite sit¬ 
coms, cartoon, dramas and vari¬ 
ety shows. ▼
